In accordance with /oar memorandum of March 12, 1948, the subject organi¬ 
sation has been contacted and Dr. Edvard A. Rumely, Executive Secretary, and Mr. 

—Oerard Sumner, Treasurer, intervieeed. Messrs. Rumely and Sooner advised that the 
Committee since the institution of the Lobbying Act has hod a policy established 
by its Advisory Board of not accepting contributions over $490.00 and the Committee 
has not had any contributions ov«* $500.00 since the effective date of the Lobbying 
Act. They further advised that due to a misunderstanding of the wording of Question 
2, Font A, the C<mmd.ttee bos not filed the aggregate sum of all contributions during 
eaoh quarterly period but is furnishing a statement to the Clerk of the Bouse of 
Representatives for past filing periods and will continue to do so in the future. 

Dr. Rumely said the Committee has one account where daily contributions are placed 
and from which expenditures are made. Records of the receipts and expenditures 
of the Committee are itemised daily. Far the year 1947, a total breakdown is being 
obtained from the Committee which shows the average contribution to the Cosmdttee' 
as approximately $19.00 and also shows the sources of other funds as coming from 
the sale of books and literature. 


You are requested to advise whether our Hew York Office should ascertain 
from the Committee the identities of contributors who have furnished contributions 
of larger amounts but under $500.00 as set forth in your memorandum of March 12, 

1948.* If such information is desired, it will be appreciated if you would advise 
the minimum figure desired for checking such information in view of the large volume 
of contributions received daily by the Commit tee. It is not known at this time 
whether the Coanittee is disposed to furnish such information.

It is presumed that the reference to "GerardTfiumner" was an in- jwr. n«m». 

advertence, and that "Sumner-6erard u was intended. The Report uSJf" ' 
mentions a statement by Gerard and-ftumely to the effect that w tihqffAA*4 Hl Cw 
Committee since the institution of the Lobbying Act has had a policy (Jj ' 
established by its Advisory Board of not accepting contributions a I) 
over $490.00". This policy” may involve: 

(1) Dividing large contributions into installments of /j 1 ^ ^ 

$490 or less, and causing the records of the Committee to reflect IJ 
receipt of each installment on a different date, anc/or causing 

the records of the Committee to give credit, for the several install¬ 
ments, to various relatives and associates of the actual contributor. 

(2) Causing the Committee's records as to "contributions" - 
to reflect less than the total amount of contributions actually re¬ 
ceived, by labeling some part of such funds as payments made for 
printed matter. 

It is therefore requested that the records of the Committee 
"be examined in order to: 

(1) Ascertain the name and address of each person who has given 
directly or indirectly a total of $500 or more between the effective 

date of .the Act and the date of the examination. (For this purpose, 
contributions made by members of a family are to be treated as a unit, 
and all payments made for printed matter or propaganda material of the 
Committee are to be considered as contributions.) 

(2) Determine the amount of funds received by the Committee 
from persons who request printed matter and propaganda material, and 
to determine how such funds are accounted for on the books and records 
of the Committee. 

(3) Prepare a detailed account of the printing and publish- A 

ing undertaken by the Committee. Among the matters to be included ' 

are the following: Indicate whether the Ccounittee has any financial 
interest in any of the printing establishments employed; indicate the 
amount of business done with each printing establishment; state how 
payment is made; state whether any part of printing and publishing 
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bills ia paid by persons other than the Committee, 

With regard to the foregoing request, the following ob¬ 
servations are made: 


I 

It is desired that the examination be close enough to as¬ 
certain most of the large contributors} but it need not be so de¬ 
tailed as to insure that none of such contributors are overlooked. 

One who intends to contribute $500 is unlikely to make one hundred 
separate $5 contributions; but just where to draw the line will best 
be left to the discretion of the agent making the examination. 

In arriving at the total contributions of a particular 
contributor it is very important to include all payments made by such I 

contributor for printed matter or propaganda material, because it is 
possible that the Committee has been labeling such transactions as 
purchases of printed matter rather than contributions. 

In connection with its lobbying activities on the Tidelands 
Bill, the Committee circulated a "Contribution and/or Order Form" in 
which the following statement was contained: 

"Each $1,000 enables us to reach 15,000 leadership 
individuals by direct mail with a letter, the Jeeter- 
Terrill statement on Tidelands decision, and/or 
•Octopus on the Potomac*. Many of these will speak 
up to their representatives in Congress , . , 

The "Contribution and/or Order Form" indicates that the 
contributor of $120 could have, if requested, 2,000 copies of "Octopus 
on the Potomac", and the contributor of $60 could have 2,000 copies 
of the "Jeeter-Terrill statement." But since one of the functions of 
the Committee is the distribution of such propaganda material, the 
Committee is not depriving itself of anything when it sends propa¬ 
ganda material to a contributor who requests it — in fact, such a 
transaction results in a financial advantage to the Committee by saving 
distribution expense. When a contributor does not himself take propa¬ 
ganda material and distribute it, then the Committee is required to 
expend funds to accomplish the distribution, but when a contributor 
takes the material and distributes it, the distribution is accomplished 
without expense to the Committee. Under the Lobbying Act, funds re¬ 
ceived by the Committee, from persons who request printed matter and 
propaganda material, must be considered as contributions received by 
the Committee and must be reported as such. 
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II 

Edward A. Rumley, Executive Secretary of the Committee 
ie very experienced in the matter of false and misleading reports 
and concealing records. 

After "World War I, Rumely was convicted of violating the 
Trading with the Enemy Act (approved October 6, 1917) which re¬ 
quired that any person indebted to an enemy should report that fact 
to the Alien Property Custodian. Rumely was found guilty of making 
false and misleading reports to the Alien Property Custodian in 
order to conceal an indebtedness of more than $1,000,000 to the 
German Government, The indebtedness was incurred in connection with 
Rumely*s purchase, in 1915* of the New York Evening Mail in order 
to convert that newspaper into a German propaganda organ. 

Rumely entered upon his present position (Executive Secre¬ 
tary of the Committee for Constitutional Government) in the 1930's. 

On March 18, 1938, upon interrogation by the Special Senate Committee 
to Investigate Lobbying Activities, Rumely refused to grant access 
to records of the Committee for Constitutional Government. But the 
Senate Committee failed to cite him for contempt. 

Rumely was indicted for refusing to produce records of the 
Committee for Constitutional Government, pursuant to subpoena issued 
by the Special Committee of the House of Representatives, investigat¬ 
ing expenditures in the 1944 campaign. A mistrial resulted on Oc¬ 
tober 13, 1945, whan the jury failed to agree upon a verdict. Upon 
retrial the jury failed to convict, April 18, 1946. 

Since Rumely did not even make a pretense of supplying in¬ 
formation as required by the Cbrrupt Practices Act, or as requested 
by the Senate or House Committees, it is interesting that he has 
chosen to cause filings to be made pursuant to the Lobbying Act; how¬ 
ever, he has scrupulously avoided giving any material information in 
such filings.

Congressman Buchanan (D of Pennsylvania), Chairman of the Lobby 
Investigating Committee, told the House of Representatives that he will 
demand an FBI investigation of the Committee for Constitutional Government 
"with a view to prosecution fcfr failure to 'comply with the Lobbying Act." 
(Per article in Times-Herald, dated 8-31-50) According to the Washington 
News Service of August 30, 1950, Edward A. Rumely was cited for contempt 
of Congress on 8-30-50 for refusing to divulge details as to the financing 
the Committee of Constitutional Government. 



The Committee for Constitutional Government has distributed books and 
pamphlets which are critical of administration policies and programs. The Re¬ 
publicans in the House of Representatives and Southern Democrats have criticized 
the Lobby Investigating Committee with regard to its investigation of Rumely and 
the Committee for Constitutional Government. The criticism in the main dealt 
with question of freedom of the press. 


In view of the delicate nature of a Lobbying Act investigation our 
policy has been to conduct no investigation until the same has been formally 
requested by the Department. In 1948 an investigation was conducted at the re¬ 
quest of the Department regarding the Committee for Constitutional Government 
under the Federal Lobbying Act. The results of the investigation were sub¬ 
mitted to the Department. No request for additional investigation has been 
received from the Department. (119-19)

“In September, 1941, the Revenue Act of 1941 
increased the rate schedule of the'federal estate tax 
to Add an estimated-$141,600,000 to the $330,700,000 
currently derived by the Federal Government from 
•the estate tax. The, 1941 revision''was the fifth in¬ 
crease in these rates during the past ten years. From 
a moderate 1% to 20% schedule over an exemption 
of $100,00b under .the 19^6 layt, the rates of die 
federal estate tax (exclusive of the state death tax 
credit) - have been successively raised until they now 
Start at 3% OQ estates over $40,000 and. reach a 
maximum, of 77%. (See Chart 1), The burden on a 
$100,000 estate •which paid no tax under the 1926 
law is now 9.5%; that on a $5b0,000 estate was 
2.5% and is now 26.6%; that on a $l,000,0p0 estate 
was 4.2%,’and it now 31.1%; and that on a 
$10,000, OOOv estate was 13.3%, and is ifow 60,0%.

The Estate Tax Rate Schedule 

"In the House Ways and Means Committee and 
Senate Finance Committee hearings that have pre¬ 
ceded each modification of the federal revenue system 
during the past ten years, two arguments — and only 
two — have been advanced for increasing the federal 
estate tax. They have been repeated, with only super¬ 
ficial ‘variation,. for more than a. decade. They may 
be offered again this -spring, and again after that, for 
so long as the pressure continues. These two argu¬ 
ments are: (1) when the Federal Government needs 
more tax revenue, it should tap the estate tax as well 
as other taxes; and (2) increasing the rates of the 
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be repeated too emphatically. An estate tax does not 
reach all who are liable to it continuously, as does a 
commodity excise, or in the course of a single year, 
as does a personal income or an annual corporation 
tax. More than a generation must elapse before the 
greater part of the country's estates have made their 
contribution to the revenue collector. Any temporary 
increase of rates during this period works an inde¬ 
fensible discrimination against the estate owners 
whose properties are subjected to the high rates and 
against the beneficiaries of these estates.

, "That estate tax rates must be maintained stable 
has been asserted many times by fiscal experts. 

* * * 

"Estate taxes can and should be anticipated by the 
owner of a substantial property, and their ‘dissipation’ 
effect minimized by maintaining part of the estate 
constantly in licjuid form to facilitate payment of the 
tax with a minimum of ’dissipation’ loss. The types 
of estate tax anticipation most frequently used are 
insurance, investment in federal bonds, and invest¬ 
ment in listed securities.

"An estate tax with a sharply progressive rate , 
schedule, then, promotes investment by the wealthier 
element of the population in ’safe’ investments. The 
heavier the tax burden established by an estate tax, 
the more pronounced is this channeling of funds into 
’safe’ investment. 

"The wealth of the rich in generations past has 
been an important if not a major source of venture 
capital. The rich can wisely invest part of their re¬ 
sources in speculative ventures because they have re¬ 
serves to cushion the losses from speculative ventures 
that turn out badly. Investment in comparatively safe • 
securities or enterprises, on the other hand, is usually 
the wisest course for men of small means, because 
losses from speculative ventures would wipe out their 
entire capital. 

"Yet the country is deprived of a major source of 
venture capital because heavy taxation, of large estates 
virtually compels the rich to seek comparatively safe, 
liquid investments. And for the man of small means 
the cost of comparatively safe investments is raised 
and the yield lowered because of the special demand 
for such investments created by the tax-induced need 
for estate liquidity. 


The amount of wealth thus currently misdirected 
into ’safe’ investment is not to be measured simply 
. .by the annual estate tax collection from large estates 
— those that will be taxed this year, and those that 
will be subject to tax during the next score of years. 
Not hundreds of millions of dollars, but billions are 
involved in this perversion of investment objectives.”

l. Extracts from a Statement by a 
Group of Leaders of the American 
Federation of Labor on February 4, 

1940. 4 , 

"For seven years a great experiment has been 
undertaken by -the Federal Government upon the in¬ 
dustrial and social economy of the United States. 

* * * 

"It has been an experiment on the lives of 
125,000,000 Americans. It has profoundly affected 
the conditions and the relations of the worker and 
the employer. It has affected trade and finance, in¬ 
dustry and agriculture, government and business. 

"Innovation after innovation have followed upon 
each other so fast and furiously that only a trained 
few could keep abreast of changes. If, after seven 
years, the situations of labor, industry and agriculture 
had materially improved, if happiness and progress* 
hope and confidence had resulted, we could conclude 
that the experiment had been worthwhile. 

“Instead we find labor torn into warring camps. 
We find industry depressed and capital on a strike. 
We find ten million of America's workers unem¬ 
ployed. We find youth discontented and age discour¬ 
aged. We find not only widespread material suffer¬ 
ing, but in every walk of life we find fear for the 
great intangibles of America; fear for the liberties 
that Americans have cherished for more than a century 
and a half.

"Experiments are costly luxuries. For the upkeep 
of innumerable boards, bureaus and authorities, for 
the maintenance of persistent relief rolls, and the 
building of new ana imposing government enter- 
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prises, the cost has 'Deen met by increased, taxes and

"One of tfae great drags upon industry during' the 
past seven years has been the burden of taxation that 
has been imposed upon big and little business. There 
are literally thousands of industrial and commercial' 
concerns which have been forced into red figures by' 
the taxes which have been imposed on flagging 
business.

"Of all the factors upon which the prosperity of 
industry and labor depend, none is more important 
rhan confidence.

Confi¬ 
dence in the fairness and good-will of those who are 
clothed with official authority over management and 
labor. The most tragic result of the seven years of

Tinkering with the cost of labor’s 
food under die AAA. Tinkering with property rights 
in the confiscation of private gold savings. Tinkering 
with the foundations of American government in the 
attack on the Supreme Court. Scarcely a month has 
passed without action, or rumors of action, which 
would alter the plans and the outlook of labor and 
industry. And overhanging all has been general 
awareness of a national debt of $40,000,000,000 as 
a mortgage on the future of America.

3. Extract from Radio Address on the 
Federal 4 Education Bill, Delivered 
on April 10 , 1939, by Senator Pbter 
G. Gerry, of Rhodb Island. 

"I say with deliberation that if the trend of in¬ 
creased Federal grants continues, the States as we 
have known them will be unable to exist, or they 
will exist as bankrupt and powerless pawns of the 
Federal Government — Ao longer self-sustaining gov¬ 
ernments but merely vassal communitiesj coming with 
hat in hand to beg for funds from the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. When that time comes, American democ¬ 
racy, now nourished by the intimate participation of 
its citizens in -their affairs, will be quite dead. That 
which gave it vitality will have passed away.” 

Note: Since the first publication of the Brief an excellent 
article on the proposed Amendment has been published 
in the September 13, 1943 issue of Standard and Poor’s 
Outlook, from which I quote as follows: 

"The movement has gone so far that its economic 
implications deserve serious consideration. The first 
question that arises is whether such a restriction on the 
taxing powers of Congress would threaten the nation's 
fiscal stability. The answer is found in the Treasury's 
Statistics of Income. In 1940, a reasonably normal year, 
individuals who paid out more than 25% of their in¬ 
come in taxes earned ah aggregate of only $1,685,- 
000,000 before taxes. Their combined income tax 
totaled $707,000,000; under a 25% tax'ceiling, their

"As a nation we would be better served with a high 
level of business activity and lower tax rates than with 
moderate business activity and higher rates.”

There is submitted herewith information cbfidorning the 
subject organisation, all or part of which you may wish to furnish to 
Senator Claude Pepper as a result of his telephonie request* No investigation 
has been conducted of this organisation} however it can best be described 
as a quad-political group which is heartily opposed to the present administration. 

At the outset it should be noted that the Committee for Constitutional 
Government ie mentioned to some length in the bopk^Onder Cover*? Therein it ie 
alleged that the organisation was fonaod in 1937 end that it subsequently collabor¬ 
ated with America First. It ie said that in one instance it financed the printing 
and distributing of pamphlets at considerable expense for the -latter organisation* 

This book also alleges that it, the Committee for Constitutional Government, is 

under the control of Dr. Edward A^umley whom the book describes as having served_i 

a sentence as an agent of Imperial'Oermany during World War I. The book also states^ 
that Prank E. Oannett, the publisher, was the founder of the Committee for Constitu¬ 
tional Government. With further regard to Ruoley, it is said that after he was - 4 
required to testify before a Senatorial Committee investigating lobbying activities 
in 193#, he withdrew and erased hie name from the Committee stationery. According 
to Carlson, the author of "Under Cover," he continued to be a motivating force 
within the organisation.

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"Under Cover" also states that Reverend Nonaan Vincent Pcale, who 1s 
Chairman and Secretary of the subject group, was a joint speaker with Elizabeth 
Dilling and Reverend Edward Lodge Curran in a " 1 pro-American mass meeting sponsored 
by more than fifty patriotic organisations’" at the Hotel Commodore in New Tork City 
at an unidentified date. The book also says that with respect to Rumley, he 
been friendly with Henry Ford during the past slx^^ys. 

Tol ^BACKGROUND 
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This organization has offices at the National Press Ba 
and at 205 East 42nd Street, Hew lork City. With rfeoptet 
address, it ie noted that there is an organization 
place known aa the National Committee to Uphold Const 
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Memorandum for Mr. Ladd 


This Latter group was the 8inject of an investigation after it had been determined 
it had m ail e d campaign literature to Federal employees by third class bulk mail 
packages. The literature contained direct solicitations for money with the 1 purpose 
of using the same to work against a third term for the President. This is in viola¬ 
tion of Section 209, Title IS of the Q.S, Code. The organization was not prosecutedj 
however, since prior to the election in 1940, the organization found it bad violated 
the Code and refunded such monies. 

LITERATURE DISTRIBUTED BY OBOAHIZATIOH 

Numerous pamp h lets and other types' of literature have been furnished to the 
Bureau by private citizens inquiring as to the group. It is probable that the 
inquiries made by private sources are based upon the strong anti-Administration view¬ 
points expressed in the various pieces of literature* 

Examples of such literature are as follows: 

n I Am Private Enterprise." 

"Jeffersonian Democrats vs. New Deal." 

"Bismarck's Golden Chain." 

"Destructive Taxation." 

"Brief in Support of Opposed Constitutional Amendment Limiting 
Power of Congress to Impose Taxes on Incomes....to a Maximum 
Rate of 25/C." 

(All of the foregoing pieces of literature are decidedly anti-Administration 
with respect to the Administration's national, economic, political, and social 
policies.) 

Some of the most recent literature distributed includes a pamphlet which 
bears the rhetorical question, "Will you allow Union organizers to rule or 'purge* 
your representatives?" This leaflet contains a letter over the signature of Reverend 
Norman V. Peale. It contains the group's ^smearing" Congress and such matters as 
the limitation of incomes and some phases of the subsidy program. It is interesting 
to note that an example of what it opposes is reprinted on the back of this particular 
pamphlet, namely, the July 12, 1943 column of Adam Lapin, Daily Worker representative 
in Washington.

The Bureau's files indicate that several allegations have been received 
reflecting that Edward A. Ruoley of the Committee for Constitutional Government 
is identical with the Edward A. Rumley mentioned earlier and described by Carlson 
in "Under Cover” as an~ agent of Imperial Qerauuqr during the last war. It might be 
stated that Dr. Edward A. Rumley is presently the subject of a Security Matter - 0 
Investigation, Hew York Office origin, but to date it has not been possible to 
determine whether or not Rumley is identical with the individual mentioned in 
Carlson's "Under Cover". It 1 b noted, howuver, that a Hew York City Police 
Department report set forth that one Edward A. Rumley was convicted in 1924 of 
a "violation of 37 U.8.C.C.P." and was sentenced'to one year in the Westchester 
County Penitentiary. From information appearing in our files at this time It is 
not possible to state that this criminal record is applicable to Edward A. Rumley 
of the Committee for Constitutional Government. In this connection it is noted that 
Carlson quotes the New York Timas end names Rumley's conviction as an agent of the 
German Government on December 18, 1920.

I realize that those who have lost freedom have not the 
strength to regain it, and that those who have it seldom 
realize, until too late, how easily their freedom can be lost 
beyond recall. Therefore. I believe it to be the duty of 
every American, and especially of our officials and elected 
representatives, to: 

1. Pitilessly exposo Communism; deport or imprison aU con¬ 
spirators striving to overthrow our Government; and stop 
the march to Fardan or Socialism. 

2. Restore the American Incentives to work. own. and save, and 
the old rewards to Individuals tor producing more and better 
services and material goods; defend their human rights to 
hold. use. and dispose of all property honestly acquired; 
and protect the property and income of all citizens from 
seizure or confiscation. 

3l Protect every Individual's right to work where he will, his 
right to bargain and contract as he wishes, his right to quit 
when he will, if not under contract, and his right to go to and 
from his horns and his place of business or occupation with¬ 
out interference by any individual, organization, or govern¬ 
ment agency.

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PERMANTIZING UNEMPLOYMENT 1 
By Willfordl. King' 


ALTHOUGH "PERMANTIZE" IS NOT IN Webster’s, it welL,describes what big labor mono¬ 
polies are doing to unemployment. In the May 28 New York Times Magazine , we read: 


"The American economy is in high gear—steel mills are setting new production 


records, the stock market is steadily rising, and, it seems, prosperity is 
everywhere. But, paradoxically, over this generally happy scene hangs an old 


and troublesome shadow: unemployment. At the latest government count there 
were some 3,500,000 persons on the nation's unemployment rolls." 


Anyone unf ami liar with basic statistical studies showing unemployment causes finds 
this situation hard to explain. But once the economic principles involved are under¬ 
stood, it is easy to comprehend. Last March ((latest month for which fairly complete 
Government figures are available), the American people acquired, mainly from sale of 
services and products, about $20.8U billion of new spending power. Some $2.08 billion 
went for fixed expenses, leaving about $18.76 billion to spend for things most wanted. 


According to reliable figures, factory workers' compensation tends to be 1U.358 of the 
value of manufactured products sold. Year in and year out, in good times and bad, 
this percentage is almost unvarying and, believe it or not, has not been in the least 
affected by unionization. So, if Americans had $18.7 billion of free spending power 
last March, the sum available to pay factory workers would be Uj.3/f of that, or $2.68 
billion. At $l.h88 an hour—the average pay rate, including pensions, then prevailing 
in U.S. factories—this $2.68 billion was only enough to. hire 11,1:61:,000 workers for a 
UO-hour week. But the number of workers having or seeking factory jobs was around 
13,821:,000. So, about Yl% were idle. If the average hourly compensation had been 
$1,288 instead of $1.1:88, all would have had jobs. 

HERE IS WHERE THE labor monopolists come in. They vigorously pushed up both wage rates 
and pension allowances and agreed to no wage reductions. They are therefore responsible 
for 17/8 of factory workers being idle. The recent General Motors wage contract calling 
for a steady advance in wage rates during each bf the next five years is a striking ex¬ 
ample of how the C.I.O. is "permantizing" unemployment. 


When the prevailing boom psychology gives w*y to pessimism, many bank loans will be 
called, and new spending power will shrink. When this happens, unemployment will in¬ 
crease unless wage rates are reduced or the nation'suspending power rises under infla¬ 
tion. But, just as they did in the 1930's, unions will stand firm against wage cuts, 
and just as they did then, they can maintain mass unemployment year after year* 

This need not trouble union leaders in'the least. They will still draw regular sal¬ 
aries. Taxpayers will pay for unemployment insurance benefits to the idle. Aren't 
good union members entitled to vacations at public expense? Thifl is all in accordance 
with the Fair Deal. Should unemployment become too widespread while labor monopolists 
are running the Government, the obvious remedy will be a few billions more of new 
money which will set the idle to work by reducing real wages. Few workers will realize 
what is happening, and the wicked jUhvifty will be properly punished by having their 
savings destroyed little by littlcffiflfco why worry abddt xyemployment? , _

Let's call noted witnesses — men who have made it their life work to know the answers 
to these questions. America's greatest living Socialist, Norman Thomas, headed the 
Socialist Party ticket in the last six presidential elections. He first ran on the 
Socialist platform of 1928. He and his platform got just 267,1*20 votes out of 37 mil¬ 
lion. In the depression year of 1932, his Socialist vote rose to only 88U,78l. Frank! 
D. Roosevelt won that election on a budget-balancing traditional American platform. Bt 
Mr. Thomas tells us that in four years, "Mr. Roosevelt had in some fashion carried out 
our Immediate demands." 

In his article entitled, "Republicans and Democrats Are Stealing From fljy Socialist Plal 
form," Mr. Thomas observes: "What changes the years have broughtt Indeed what changes 
the platform and position of the Republican Party1" Speaking of the 191*8 Republican 
platform, he says, "in 1928 it would have been, regarded by Mr. Hoover and his followers 
as Socialistic. The Democratic Party would have held the same opinion. As I look bad 
on the years, I could be reasonably content with progress, except for our failure to c« 
out the demon war." In effect he means: Mfy work is finished. A few days ago he said: 
"I do not expect to run for the Presidency again." 

Twice the Communist Party's Presidential candidate, Earl Browder knows what Marx taught 
Socialism to be. In a recent pamphlet he tells us that, "State capitalism leaped forw* 
to a new high point in America in the decade 1939-191*9. It became overwhelmingly pre¬ 
dominant in every major phase of economic life, and changed the face of politics. Stat 
capitalism has progressed further in America than in Great Britain under the Labor Govt 
ment, despite its nationalization of certain industries, which is a formal stage not y« 
reached in Americaj the actual, substantial concentration of the guiding reins of nati< 

economy in governmental hands is probably on a higher level in the U. S. A.(than 

Great Britain). 

"The general trend to state capitalism signifies a yielding of capitalist private owne* 
ship for more socialized forms of the econony and results in a more socially-organized 
economy...Each important measure of state capitalism is a part of the whole movement 
which results in the socialist transformation...State capitalism is the invasion of 
planned production and points the way to Socialism...The U. S. Government has emerged 
as the greatest trust of all, the super-trust whose economic operations dwarf the 
largest private corporation....The trend to state capitalism marked the final monopoli: 
stage. After monopolistic capitalism the only higher stage possible is the fully-soci. 
ized society." 

The late leader of British Socialists, Harold J. Laski, said, "Since it is the Social¬ 
ist belief that the central principles of the New Deal have come to stay, the Socialisi 
Government in Britain can have the confidence that America will advance in a collectiv 
direction and at an increasing tempo." 

England's leading advocate of economic communism, her War Minister, John Strachey, re¬ 
cently told American students at Oxford that "Outside the United Kingdom and the Scand: 
navian countries, the U. S. Administration today is probably more to the left in gener. 
economic policy and point of view than any of the governments of western Europe." 

So the world's greatest living authorities on the subject have settled the issue. Wha - 
are you going to do about it?

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Release #lh£ WHOM DOES OUR CONSTITUTION

LAST JUNE, Rep. Frank Buchanan, of Pennsylvania, chairman of the special House com¬ 
mittee investigating lobbying, sent 166 of the nation's largest corporations a three- 
page questionnaire asking for comprehensive reports on ary expenditures, made since 
Jan. 1, 19U7, which were designed to influence policy or public opinion on national 
issues. Obviously, this would not uncover bribery of public officials. It could 
not have been idle curiosity. What did prompt the inquiry? 

A clue appears in the May 8 issue of the C.I.O . News ; "We think the public would be 
interested in the manner in which some business lobbyists cooperate with each other 
and we'd like to see a full explanation of the work of such outfits as the Committee 
for Constitutional Government". The June 5 number reported that "The name of the 
C.C.G first came up in the lobby probe several weeks ago when Leo Goodman, director 
of the C.I.O. Housing Committee, said the C.C.G. sent out mail and paid for the 
printing of material attacking rent control and federal housing legislation. 

So, it is scarcely a coincidence that Rep. Buchanan specifically requested each of 
the 166 corporations to list all payments to the Committee for Constitutional Gov¬ 
ernment and seven other organizations which have likewise opposed deficit financing, 
inflation, and other fascistic and socialistic policies advocated by the C.I.O. 

Could it be that Mr. Buchanan is interested in fighting corporations that are opposing 
Fair Deal policies? Might he hope thus to cut off support for organizations fighting 
trends toward collectivism and the Santa Clau3 state? 

ACCORDING TO THE New York Times of June 2, Mr. Buchanan said his committee wishes the 
requested information "as a guide in determining whether the law needs improvement." 
What kind of "improvement" has he in mind? Does he believe no corporation or asso¬ 
ciation should be allowed to strive to get any legislation adopted, repealed, or mod¬ 
ified? Should they be forbidden to do anything to protect the interests of their 
stockholders, bondholders, employees, or customers? Is he considering making it a 
criminal offense to hire attorneys, printers, or radio stations—or support lobbying 
organizations—to advocate public policies which corporate officials believe to be 
desirable? If such penal laws were enacted, is it likely they will be enforced im¬ 
partially against all corporations and associations, including churches and unions, 
or would only those opposing the party in power be prosecuted? 

When our Constitution was framed, the Founding Fathers were thoroughly aware of the 
tendency of those in control of government to silence the opposition. It was to 
prevent such tyramy that the First Amendment was adopted: "Congress shall make no 
law...abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press." What does this mean? That 
malcontents and criminals may stir up revolt and encourage law-breaking? That ary 
person is free to libel or slander another? The Supreme Court says "No." But the 
same Court has repeatedly held that the First Amendment does protect the right of 
law-abiding citizens to express both orally and in print their views on various 
questions. They are free to discuss not only private but public issues, as long as 
they do not indulge in vituperation or improper language. Does Congressman Buchanan 
believe that the mere fact that citizens have banded together for mutual advantage in 
a corporation or association abrogates this constitutional right? If so, then our 
newspapers and magazines can be muzzled, for nearly all of them are published by cor¬ 
porations. 
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LIFT UP THINE EYES

Why are the American people so discouraged? Not because of the atom bomb, or that 
we carry a heavy economic burden to help other nations, hard as that sometimes is. 

We are investors and producers; we have always worked hard. Our trouble today is 
that we have lost our vision in foreign affairs, as we have lost faith in the cause 
of Liberty at home. 

When the American State Department can offer nothing better to a stricken world than 
money to buy deadlier weapons, something has left American life. The moral leader¬ 
ship we used to have is gone. A set of presumptuous people told us our form of gov¬ 
ernment was good enough for Jefferson's day, but not good enough for ours. So they 
gave us, in the name of "welfare, n new versions of the old old absolutism of Europe. 

When we were a nation of only five million or so, we defied the British, we talked 
up to Napoleon, we routed the Barbary pirates when no other nation dared to do it. 
Later, we told Spain she could not reconquer South America, we told Russia to get 
out of our Pacific coast lands, and we ordered Napoleon III not to set up a satelliti 
state in Mexico. This was not truculence. It was the opposite. We held that no 
nation ought ever to conquer another. The policy was great and successful because 
it was morally right. 

We did not want to exercise power over other nations. And we kept such power in 
leash at home. We separated it into Federal, State and local, and separated it agaii 
into legislative, executive and judicial. As a result no one group could get enough 
power in this country to set up in America a government like those in Europe. 

The Europeans did not trust the Russians, the French, the Germans, the English, but 
they trusted us for 150 years. We had all the friends we needed. They do not trust 
us now. They know our government is like theirs, power-mad at the top. Any govern¬ 
ment with two million servants and more than $35 billion a year to spend is more lik< 
to be run by men who love power— and therefore likely to be politically corrupt. 

They have witnessed what we cannot yet believe about ourselves. Our Government not 
only abandoned Poland but actually participated in delivering Poland to Russia. It 
shamefully abandoned Hungary, it divided Austria with a lawless arbitrary nation of 
kidnapping conquerors. The whole world witnessed our deception of and possibly fina! 
destruction of our greatest friend in the world, China with its 1*00,000,000 people 
who had every right to count upon our loyalty. 

When we ceased to make our Liberty work we ceased to have ary lasting contribution t< 
give the rest of the world. When we recover our own liberties from our own power-ma< 
governing men, the other nations may trust us again. When we again lift up our eyes 
the vision of Liberty by which we lived, they may seek Liberty for themselves as a w< 
able principle. 

One of my colleagues, Frank Fellows of Maine, made a speech in the House on Memorial Da; 
"Because of his strength, speed and grace of motion, and lack of fear — which enable; 
him to cruise the airways freely — the eagle is the symbol of our country. "Powerful 
wings lift him to the heights which neither man nor eagle may reach without freedom. 

"If promised food will be his without hunting....he will become like a parrot, con¬ 
fined in a cage, perhaps chained to a perch; he is saved all worry as to sustenance, 
but that freedom to coast on the wind, and flaunt his speed and strength he has ex¬ 
changed for the certainty of applause when he jeers the family cat, and a cracker whi 
he whistles." 

The sophisticated people of Europe, the hopeful people of Asia and Africa, do not waj 
a parrot to show them their course. But if the American eagle will lift up his un¬ 
fettered wings again, and possess the free ways of the heavens, other nations will b« 
lieve and follow.

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If you have had trouble understanding the latest development in the investigation 
of Senator McCarthy's charges, that is not surprising. The apparent calm since 
Senator Margaret Smith's speech was broken when the State Department issued a book¬ 
let bitterly attacking Senator McCarthy. Then came the apparent recantation of 
Emmanuel Larsen, who had told the story of strange Communist influence over our 
foreign policy several years ago. 


One very tough fact persists: that hundreds of top secret documents from the State 
and Navy Departments were found by the OSS in the office of an obscure magazine 
advocating the Soviet line in our foreign policy. We are told now they weren't 
really very important. But it is admitted that somebody stole something from some¬ 
body, and the something concerned our national security. 


Now comes Mr. Larsen, a former State Department employee, convicted in an American 
court of conspiracy to secure confidential documents in the Amerasia Case. One 
other was convicted. Four others involved were not prosecuted. Mr. Larsen is 
going to be re-examined by the Senate Investigating Committee. The State Depart¬ 
ment offers Mr. Larsen legal aid and protection against the questioning by members 
of the United States Senate. The taxpayers will pay for the investigation by the 
Senate as well as the attempt to defeat the’ investigation by the State Department. 
For this protection Mr. Larsen is changing his testimony by saying he did not have 
ary "proof" that John Service was a Communist. Of course not. Few have any "proof" 
except former Communists or the FBI. 


The public has long since lost interest in legal disputes about proof of card- 
carrying Communists. The people want to know whether the State Department is in 
truth Communist or Socialist. They want to .know if the Social Security Agency is nol 
even fuller of Socialists and Communists than the State Department. It vigorously 
advocates socialized medicine, extension of iSocial Security and the centralization 
of education in Washington. These measures Norman Thomas and Earl Browder advocate 
also. Are Communists and Socialists in the Department of Agriculture just as bad 
and still more numerous? Do disciples of Henry Wallace possess that Department from 
top to bottom? It has already socialized the production of our food. It fixes pric< 
It exploits one group and enriches another by taxation. It proposes the Brannan Plar 
It burns potatoes, rots eggs and spoils corn. 

McCarthy has raised the one question we are all interested in — "Has America herself 
been sunk deeply into Socialism or Communism in domestic affairs as well as in forei( 
policy?" The questions go beyond Poland and China. Indeed Senator McCarthy has 
touched off something which we have hardly begun to understand. WHO is masterminding 
all this? 


The conspirators now under attack in a single Department of State believe they can 
kill off Senator McCarthy by the old tactics of divide and conquer. They tried to di 
off the left-wing Republicans. They even tried to make bad blood between Senator 
McCarthy and Senator Wherry, the minority leader. They are clever and unscrupulous. 
But they will not win because the Senate and the House are too experienced to be foo] 
by them. The members know, too, that they may be picked off one by one if they fail 
stand together against a common enemy. They will stand together. They will ferret 
out the evil men and their evil measures in our Government.

THE FOES WE NOW FACE

AT LONG LAST, the die is cast. President Truman has overruled appeasers like Service, 
Lattimore, and Acheson and decided to stop the Red advance in the Far East—cost what 
it may. On July L, 1776, our forefathers challenged the tyranny of George III. July 
U, 1950, found this generation of Americans challenging the tyranny of Josef Stalin. 

Today, patriotic Americans of all political parties applaud the President's action, but 
many bemoan its tardiness. At the end of World War II, Russia was exhausted. We could 
have easily enforced a peace which would have protected our freedom-loving friends in 
the Baltic States, Czechoslovakia, Poland, and China. Now they are crushed or devoured 
by the Russian bear. However, all this is water over the dam. We cannot turn back- the 
hands of time. What is the outlook now? 

There is little likelihood that Russia has as yet enough atom bombs to put us out of 
the war by a surprise attack. So, it is presumably her desire to delay World War III 
until she feels she could paralyze us in a single night. But, for our own preservation, 
it behooves us to bring her to time before she can amass a menacing supply of atomic 
weapons. To assure mastery of this unscrupulous, powerful foe, we need to utilize our 
resources with maximum efficiency. 

If we are to do this, we must overcome on the home front two great obstacles: 

1. Ignorance of economics 

2. Devotion to stateism. 

BECAUSE MOST OF OUR LEGISLATORS do not really understand either the principles of money 
or of taxation, they are likely to attempt to finance war operations not by the sound use 
of excise and withholding taxes, but by the wildcat device of borrowing from the banks 
under the delusion that they are postponing part of the war cost to the future. What 
that really does is surreptitiously to rob the thrifty of their savings, destrpv capital 
accumulation, and thus hamper both the war effort and post-war recovery. 

To some degree during World War I, and to a far greater extent in World War II, devotees 
of a planned econony—in other words, fascists and socialists—instilled into the minds 
of the American people the dangerous fallacy that Government must control the entire 
economy in wartime. So, now, most people assume that should large-scale hostilities open 
we must re-introduce such economic monstrosities as price controls, wage controls, pro¬ 
duction controls, priorities, allotments, excess-profits taxes, and rationing. They do 
not realize that every one of these interferences with free competition aided the enemy 
throughout World War II and might have cost us the victory, had not our enemies hampered 
their productive systems by restrictions even more burdensome than ours. 

Every member of Congress needs to be ever on guard against those sly, scheming collectiv¬ 
ists who hope to use the war emergency as a cloak under which to fasten socialism or 
fascism on our nation. They also need to keep steadily in mind the principle that while 
peacetime interference with competition injures the economy, such wartime interference 
may cause the unnecessary loss of thousands of lives and, indeed, even bring about the 
downfall of our great republic. Eternal vigilance is not only the price of liberty; it 
may be the price of our very existence.

STATEMENT RELEASED WHEN DR. EDWARD A. RUMELY, EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OF THE COMMITTEE 
FOR CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT INC., APPEARS BEFORE THE HOUSE SELECT COMMITTEE ON 
LOBBYING ACTIVITIES, SCHEDULED FOR 10:00 A.M., TUESDAY, JUNE 27th, 1950 


Hon. Frank Buchanan, Chairman 

Houce Select Committee on Lobbying Activities: 

Again, Chairman Buchanan, and members of the 
House Select Committee on Lobbying Activities, I ask 
that you give me an opportunity to present this state¬ 
ment while I am under oath and subject to your cross- 
examination. 

On June 15th, Mr. Buchanan, during your hour-long 
report to the House of Representatives, you stated: 

"We have tried to be fair and completely impartial." 

Yet, in your report there is a serious inaccuracy, un¬ 
fair to us, due, possibly, to your lack of full information. 
You state that the Committee for Constitutional Gov¬ 
ernment 

"had no hesitation about opening books to show the 
total amounts of contributions and receipts of various 
kinds and also those showing their expenditures. But 
they steadfastly refused to divulge the names of 
purchasers of quantity orders of their propaganda 
publications. 

“While we were debating the next step, the Com¬ 
mittee for Constitutional Government proceeded to 
file in the Federal District Court for the District of 
Columbia a petition for injunction seeking to restrain 
individual staff members of this committee, by name, 
from even so much as asking for this material. It 
should be noted, Mr. Speaker, that no subpoena up to 
that time had been issued for this information. A re¬ 
quest for it had been made, a courteous request, but 
no subpoena had been issued. 

“When we were notified of the injunction petition, 
I consulted a majority of the members of my com¬ 
mittee, discussed the matter with them, and we 
decided to issue subpoenas to compel the production 
of the information we requested ...” 

Thus, Congress was informed that the Bubpoena was 
issued t'n consequence of our injunction proceedings. 
That is contrary to the facts. On May 8th, Mr. Louis 
Little appeared at my office, showed his credentials, 
stated that he wished material covering 26 points. He 
took out a paper and dictated to my assistant, point by 
point, these demands; then showed me typewritten copy 
of sections of a court decision, the purport of which was 
that a Congressional committee had complete power and 
that we would be in contempt if we did not give your 
agents whatever they asked for. 

I had heard of similar dire consequences when the 
agents of the Minton Senate Committee came to our 
offices in 1938 and told me that if we did not immediately 
yield the information they wanted I would be in jail 
within a few days. That did not happen then. I was not 
cited for contempt—nor jailed. Instead, the Senate ended 


the existence of the Minton Committee, in consequence 
of its unwarranted demands upon us. 

But the fact is that you had a subpoena outstanding 
against me on May 8th, when Mr. Little first called. That 
same day, Mr. Little conferred with our New York 
attorney, Mr. Bigelow of the firm of Gould & Wilkie, 
and showed him a subpoena making the same 26 
demands that had been recorded that morning in our 
office. 

It was because of the existence of this subpoena, and 
the fact that it might be served at any moment, that we 
permitted your agents to go through our files and books 
of account with reference to the points that had been 
enumerated—but with the distinct understanding that 
we questioned your right to ask the names of purchasers 
of books, literature and those aiding in their publication. 
We had a “gentleman’s agreement" with your agents 
that if they stumbled onto such names, there would be 
no record taken and no disclosure until we had agreed 
to yield them, because, we asserted, that "in our pub¬ 
lishing activities we were under the protection of the 
First and Fourth Articles of the Bill of Rights." 

It is wholly inaccurate, as stated in the report to Con¬ 
gress, that this short subpoena dated May 25th was 
issued j'n consequence of our complaint in court. Your 
agent was in New York City on May 26th, holding two 
subpoenas against me—the original, long subpoena and 
the short subpoena dated that same day, May 25th, the 
very day on which we filed complaint in Washington, 
so that even this second subpoena could not, as was re¬ 
lated to Congress, have been issued in consequence of 
our complaint. 

Quite the reverse is true. We yielded hundreds of 
letters and other documents, and gave access to our 
books because of the long, original subpoena presented 
to our attorneys on May 8th—and it was because of this 
outstanding subpoena that we filed complaint in the 
Washington court, seventeen days after your first sub¬ 
poena had been presented. 

However, after filing our complaint in Washington, 
I agreed to accept service of subpoena in New York late 
on the afternoon of May 26th. When your agent, Benedict 
Fitzgerald arrived, he first served the long or original 
subpoena. I said, “But we have voluntarily given you 
95% of all that you ask for in this subpoena." He then 
withdrew it and handed me the short subpoena, dated 
May 25th, calling for my appearance on June 6th. 

But now to the major point. Both to Congress and to 
the public you have presented a twisted account of our 
publishing activities, misrepresenting them as a Bource 
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of funds for other activities, iou said to Congress that 
the discussion turned on "whether the Committee for 
Constitutional Government, which is registered under 
the Lobbying Act as a lobbying organization, enjoys 
immunity under the Constitution from being required 
to reveal the names of individuals or corporations which 
furnish it funds through the purchase of books or other 
literature in large quantity orders." 

On Monday, June 5th, the day before my appearance 
before your committee, the American Federation of 
Labor provided you, in national hook-up, over Mutual 
Broadcasting System, the radio time to attack me. You 
said: 

“We know that the Committee for Constitutional 
Government has been deliberately withholding the 
names of its financial backers in the reports it files 
under the Lobbying Act. Rumely’s outfit has adopted 
a phony sales dodge to make it appear as if it doesn’t 
receive any contributions of over $500, Under the 
Lobby Law, only those who give $500 or more per year 
need be named as contributors.” 

In repeated interviews with the press, you kept 
stating that you were endeavoring to find out about 
"Rumely’s financial angels." Thus, before my appear¬ 
ance even, in press and on radio, across the country, you 
prejudged my case, just as, over the radio, the evening 
before my appearance, you prejudged the case by label¬ 
ing our book-publishing as “a phony sales dodge.” 

Now, let me tell you the facts. In 1938, after we had 
mobilized the nation to help defeat President Roosevelt's 
Court-packing bill and his one-man rule Re-organiza¬ 
tion bill, and the first attempt to put into effect the 
$400,000,000 monthly Keynesian spending program, the 
trustees of our Committee asked, “Why are the Ameri¬ 
can people who, under the Constitution, have had for 
more than 160 years the highest scale of living, better 
housing, more food, greater freedom in their civil, 
religious and personal lives than any people in history 
ever enjoyed, so ready to accept dangerous panaceas 
undermining constitutional free enterprise?” 

Investigation showed that more than 3,000,000 high 
school students were being educated over the Rugg text¬ 
books, which misrepresented our Constitution as the 
device of rich men to protect their property. We tried, 
in Rochester, N. Y., where we had the support of the 
press and radio, to dislodge this dangerous book from 
the public schools. It cost far too much effort and money 
to be carried through on a national scale. Our investiga¬ 
tion showed lack of appreciation of the Constitution by 
citizens, and lack of proper instruction in our public 
schools on the constitutional principles of freedom, the 
chief sources of difficulty. 

Our Committee, therefore, decided to seek out the 
best book on the Constitution and to undertake its wide 
placement in homes, and in schools as the basis for 
instruction. We found that the late Hon. James M. Beck, 
former Solicitor General, acting for the American Bar 
Association, had reported that the best book available 
for indoctrinating youth and adults in the fundamentals 
of our form of government was Thomas James Norton’s 
“The Constitution of the United States; Its Sources and 
Application." We also found that despite the excellence 
of this book and the high standing of its two previous 


publishers, it hau reached a circulation of only some 
scores of thousands. 

A1 Smith said: “Our Constitution is the civil bible of 
Americans, and, like the Bible itself, should be in every 
home." 

Six to eight million copies of the Bible are distributed 
annually in the United States. We analyzed the reasons 
why the Bible has such vast distribution and the best 
available book on the Constitution such limited distribu¬ 
tion. We found that the Bible was generally purchased 
by organizations and individuals to present to youth 
and others. In 1938 and '39, we worked out a plan to 
have this book, distributed to the high school students 
in public and parochial schools of Rochester, and then 
made the basis of competitive quiz contests with sub¬ 
stantial prizes to the winners. Then tested in Hartford, 
we took the plan to Texas where, beginning with Dallas, 
and Houston, tens of thousands of students of high 
school age, in public and parochial schools, white and 
colored, received copies of the book and competed for 
war bond prizes and a top prize of a university scholar¬ 
ship of $1,000. 

Parents, teachers, civic leaders, judges, presidents of 
universities, participated in the final ceremonies. A new 
wave of interest in the Constitution spread through 
these communities, and, in some, citizens thus inspired 
ten years ago, have annually distributed 1,000 or more 
copies to succeeding graduating classes. 

We then modified the plan to solicit funds to present 
copies, upon their request, to the heads of schools, 
colleges and universities, with the understanding that 
they would present the books, with the sanction of the 
alma mater, to the enrolled students, or graduates. Here 
are a few of the hundreds of schools and universities 
that distributed hundreds of thousands of copies of the 
Norton book on the Constitution: Duquesne (3,000); 
Great Neck High School, N. Y. (1750); Bemidji State 
Teachers College, Minn. (1200); Fordham University . 
(10,000); University of Nevada (1,000); Miss. State 
College for Women (1626); Yale (2200); University 
of Notre Dame (3500); Harding College, Ark. (4500); 
American Legion, Minn. (1,000). And here are a few 
sentences from enthusiastic participants:

The Legion has asked for and received thousands of 
copies of this book, for which we solicited support, and 
toward which it was often necessary to apply contribu¬ 
tions coming into the Committee’s general fundB in 
average amounts of $16 to $20. During the war, one 
generous Texan (a retired business man) paid for, and, 
with the cooperation of Admiral Nimitz, distributed 
some thousands of copies of the Constitution book to the 
sailors at sea, on Naval vessels. 

This patriotic undertaking, to distribute the best 
available book on the Constitution, was begun by us in 
1938. You, Mr. Buchanan, have the audacity to tell both 
the Congress and the whole nation that this was “a 
phony sales dodge” to circumvent the Lobbying Act 
passed in 1946, eight years later. 

When former Congressman Samuel B. Pettengill 
(Dem., Ind., 1930-’88) left Congress, he prepared, with 
an assistant supplied by our committee, his great book 
"Jefferson, the Forgotten Man,” distributed by our 
Committee to 68,000 in 1988. In 1940, he wrote “Smoke 
Screen,” which we distributed to 460,000, and upon the 
basis of which John R. McCarl, for seventeen years 
Comptroller General of the U. S., issued his plea to 
“Send strong men to Congress, who will hold the nation's 
interest high above the demands of any self-seeking 
minority pressure groups.” 460,000 copies of “Smoke 
Screen" were distributed in five months. 

Pettengill’s third book, “For Americans Only," pro¬ 
duced with the aid of Professor Bartholomew of Notre 
Dame, had a circulation of more than 400,000 copies; 
a total of more than 1,000,000 copies of these three 
Pettengill books between 1988 and the end of 1944. Any¬ 
one who knows the magnitude of this achievement will 
realize how utterly unfounded and misrepresentative of 
the facts is your statement that our book-publishing is 
“a phony sales dodge." 

Finally, in November, 1949, we acquired the right to 
publish a low-cost edition of "The Road Ahead.” In five 
months, more than 600,000 copies have been distributed. 
Socialist-minded labor monopolists dislike this book 
because it shows the disaster that British labor union 
leaders have brought to the English people and how we, 
in the United States, are being pushed down the fateful 
road to socialism by the socialist-minded leaders of labor 
monopolies. It is easy to understand why they wish the 
distribution of this book curtailed. 

But, so long as our Committee can operate under the 
protection of the First Article of the Bill of RightB, 
neither you nor the labor monopolists can stop the dis¬ 
tribution of this book to millions more, until it has 
turned the mass mind of America against serfdom to 
the state, just as “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” brought about a 
revulsion against human slavery. 

While all the bookstores in the nation distributed less 
than 100,000 copieB of “The Road Ahead” in a twelve- 
month period, we have placed more than 600,000 copies 
in six months, a phenomenal achievement in the history 


of book distribution. Aak any informed publisher. Yet, 
you call this operation “a phony sales dodge.” 

Last year, we had 22,000 orders for books, averaging 
$15 each — 80% for 1 to 10 copies, a small number 
for larger quantities. One great surgeon in the West, 
head of a medical clinic, who knows first-hand how 
socialized medicine impairs the care for the patient and 
undermines research and the medical profession, bought 
6,000 copies, personally; wrote a letter of commendation 
about the book to his present and former patients and 
offered each a free copy, if they would send in the post¬ 
card mailed with the letter. Isn’t it h.'s right to so dis¬ 
tribute a book in which he is interested? Why should we 
tell you his name? 

In Florida, a surgeon distributed 1,000 copies which, 
with other initiative, caused the distribution of tens of 
thousands of copies in Florida, and the distribution of 
150,000 of the Reader's Digest condensation. What right 
have you to demand publication of their names ? 

In another city, a great surgeon bought 1100 copies, 
distributed them and resisted domination of the City 
Council and Board of Education by the bosses of labor 
monopolies. They had called upon him and demanded 
that he cease such activities under penalty of having the 
shop stewards pass a resolution boycotting him as a sur¬ 
geon. He told them to go ahead and try—and then he 
went to work himself to carry his message and convic¬ 
tions about constitutional free enterprise from city to 
city. Why should we tell you his name, possibly to use 
in another broadcast paid for by the bosses of labor 
monopolies ? 

If we are within our rights in publishing the book, 
and they are within their rights in buying it, why 
should we be asked to reveal their names and expose 
them to the pressure of the labor bosses or the smear of 
left-wingers? 

We sell our books at a price so low that it requires 
substantial investment of our general funds. We pre¬ 
sented 60,000 copies of "The Road Ahead" to our top 
list to start interest in the book quickly. The copies sold 
brought an average price of 61<* and entailed a loss of 
about $36,000, or 6? a copy on the first 600,000 copies. 
Had we priced the book at 75^, we might have sold 
200,000 or 300,000 and made a profit, but our low 60f 
price helped greatly to increase the volume. 

You are completely wrong in your assumption that 
the sale of books is a device of the Committee to secure 
funds for propaganda, and it is a misrepresentation of 
fact when you tell the country and the Congress that this 
operation is "a phony sales dodge.” 

We have published and/or distributed other books, 
such as: Robert Hunter’s “Revolution," describing the 
processes by which the modem dictators overthrew free 
governments; Edgar Queeny’s “The Spirit of Enter¬ 
prise”; Henry Wriston’s "Challenge to Freedom” and 
the biography of “Frank Gannett”—a total of approxi¬ 
mately 2,500,000 educational books—a monumental pub¬ 
lishing feat! 

It is evident from the books and literature that we 
publish that we are endeavoring to uphold constitutional 
freedom and the American way of life. Our books and 
literature speak for themselves. 

In our publishing activities, we are under the protec¬ 
tion of the First Amendment, which says: "Congress 



shall make no law... abridging the freedom of speech 
or of the press ..How can you, the chairman of a 
committee of Congress, violating the basic law of the 
land, run roughshod through the First Amendment into 
an area where the whole of Congress is powerless to act? 
The freedom that you would destroy is basic to all 
freedoms. 

Let me quote for you the statement of Kenneth E. 
Olson, Dean of the Medill School of Journalism at 
Northwestern University, in his introduction to Frank 
Hughes’ great new book, “Prejudice and the Press”— 
a restatement of the principle of freedom of the press: 

“The American press is probably the best in the 
world. Certainly it iB the freest; its technical facilities 
a’-e the best and, thanks to the competition engen¬ 
dered under our free enterprise system, it provides 
its readers with more information about what goes 
on in our local communities, in the state, the nation 
and the world than the press of any other nation is 
able to give. 

“One of the great advantages of the American Way 
is that every shade of opinion has a chance to be 
heard. With our thousands of newspapers, magazines, 
radio programs, pamphlets, books, periodicals of 
every kind, every American has the opportunity to 
get both sides of every story. That is a precious privi¬ 
lege which the people of many other lands do not 
enjoy. It is a right which belongs to the American 
people by virtue of the constitutional guarantee em¬ 
bodied in the First Amendment. What many Ameri¬ 
cans forget is that it is one of the most fundamental 
of all rights, the one which safeguards all their other 
rights. It is a right which belongs to the whole people; 
editors and publishers are but the trustees of that 
right.” 


Editor & Publisher, in its editorial of June 10, 1960, 
says: 

“The Committee for Constitutional Government has 
availed itself of the right to use a printing press to 
print books on issues confronting the people just as 
other groups have done in the century and a half of 
our existence as a nation. The 166 corporations and 
many individuals have availed themselves of the right 
to hire the use of a press and the services of someone 
else to print and distribute their views.

If you cite 
me for contempt and Congress confirms the citation, I 
shall again have to stand trial, as I did before, when the 
jury decided we were within our constitutional rights in 
upholding a philosophy of government—and brought in 
a verdict of acquittal. 

In this case, a far more basic constitutional issue is 
involved, in your committee’s attempted violation of our 
rights under the First and Fourth Amendments! 

I, therefore, respectfully beg that this Select Com¬ 
mittee of the United States Congress will carefully con¬ 
sider the facts and data readily available to them, and 
seriously weigh the vital constitutional issues involved 
before pressing further for the particular information 
as to the names of the purchasers of our books and 
literature, for which I was originally subpoenaed before 
this Committee.

STATEMENT BY EDWARD A. RUMELY, EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
COMMITTEE FOR CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT 
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There is on the federal statute books no legal defini¬ 
tion of lobbying. For lack of it, a committee of Con¬ 
gress has the power to intimidate and silence the 
expression of opposition opinion on public measures. 

Congress has thus far neglected to define lobby¬ 
ing, and the chairman of the House Select Commit¬ 
tee on Lobbying Activities, Representative Frank 
Buchanan of Pennsylvania, has declared publicly 
that his committee “has come to no conclusion" as 
to any definition of the term. 


Any such definition, he said, “comes within the 
realm of the proper legislative committee of the 
House.” And yet, at another time, Mr. Buchanan 
told members of his committee that he had a “defini¬ 
tion” that should guide them. He read it to them, 
quoting from the Yale Law Journal of January, 1947: 
“any attempt by individuals or groups to influence 
governmental decision." This definition, he said, “is, 
in my opinion, the one we should follow in our 
investigation.” 


ORDINARY CITIZENS IN JEOPARDY 


For lack of a legal definition of lobbying, the Ameri¬ 
can citizen fives today in a no-man's land. He does 
not know whether what he does with respect to pub¬ 
lic measures, however lawful, is something for which 
he may be subpoenaed to Washington, his private 
papers rifled, and himself, friends and supporters be 
"exposed” or smeared as having done something 
shady and disreputable. However honorable and 
lawful his conduct may be, a conscienceless com¬ 
mittee of Congress can always put ah innuendo 
upon it. 

This is a species of political blackmail that should 


not be tolerated in a free Republic. It exists for lack 
of a definition of lobbying. Free speech and a free 
press can be suppressed as well by such subtle means, 
as by Brown Shirts nailing shut the doors of a news¬ 
paper office, denying the publisher paper to print 
(as in the Argentine), or putting authors of political 
tracts in Siberian salt mines. 

This political blackmail is 'legal" only because 
there is nothing to make it “illegal.” There is no 
definition of what is not lobbying, which Congress 
is bound to respect. It has unfettered power. But 
unfettered power has no place in a Republic. 


ILLEGAL LOBBYING EASILY EXPOSED 


There is lobbying that is illegal, such as bribing a 
member of Congress. There is lobbying that is clearly 
lawful and yet within the legitimate power of Con¬ 
gress to investigate and legislate upon, such as who 
stirTed up a flood of telegrams to support or defeat 
a pending bill. A Congressman is entitled to know 
the source of the telegrams, so that he can intelli¬ 
gently estimate their worth; whether they were paid 
for by the apparent sender as his own honest “peti¬ 


tion for the redress of grievances," or whether the 
sender is a cats-paw for a secret principal, such as 
Joe Stalin or a tycoon of organized industrial, finan¬ 
cial or labor power. 

The right of Congress to investigate such forms of 
lobbying must be clearly admitted. But we now go 
to the fundamentals of free government, which is 
government by public opinion. An examination of 
illustrative cases involving free speech and a free

press will mark out the bounds > of action beyond 
which Congress should have no power to “investi¬ 
gate,” intimidate, or introduce “thought control” in 
the United States. 

Great books have made history. “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” helped to mould public opinion, which led 
to the adoption of the “Civil War” amendments to 
the Federal Constitution. Certain of the novels of 
Charles Dickens led to the reform of debtors’ prison 
laws. Tom Paine’s “Appeal to Reason” fired the sol¬ 
diers of the Revolution to continue their struggle. 
Question: Were Julia Ward Howe or Dickens or 

NEWSPAPER PUBLI 

Next, let us look at the position of newspapers and 
magazines in a land in which lobbying is not defined. 
Here are two newspapers—one New Deal, the other 
Republican or Dixiecrat; one pro-administration, the 
other, consistently anti-administration. The pro¬ 
administration paper need not worry— so long as the 
administration is in powerl It is a fixed law of war 
and politics not to attack your allies! As the courts 
have said, “The majority protects itself,” while it 
is a majority. 

But here is the anti-administration or minority 
newspaper, called by the majority a “sheet”’ or “rag.” 
Are its editorials attacking the administration, or 
bills pending in Congress, a form of lobbying? Should 
Congress have any power at all to suppress its edi¬ 
torials by any means whatever? Should it have any 
power to demand the names and addresses of the 
subscribers to the paper? Should it have any power 
by any means to hold this newspaper up to public 
obloquy; to bring pressure on its advertisers to with- 

INFRINGING ON 

Bear in mind that the American citizen has rights 
whose free exercise is beyond the power of govern¬ 
ment, direct or indirect. As Justice Jackson of the 
Supreme Court has said: 

“The very purpose of the Bill of Rights was to 
withdraw certain subjects from the vicissitudes 
of political controversy, to place them beyond 
the reach of majorities and officials, and to estab¬ 
lish them as legal principles to be applied by 
the Court. One’s right to life, liberty, and prop¬ 
erty, free speech, a free press, freedom of own¬ 
ership and assembly, and other fundamental 
rights may not be submitted to vote; they de¬ 
pend on the outcome of no elections.” 

Hitler consolidated his control over the German 
people, in part by his own propaganda, but equally 
by the suppression, by either direct or undercover 
means, of free speech and a free press in opposition 


Paine, or their pul ers, or those who bought and 
circulated their books lobbyists? Did any of them 
do anything that a hostile Congress should be per¬ 
mitted to “investigate?” Much as we may hate the 
views expressed by Karl Marx in "Das Kapital,” the 
distribution of that book should be equally free from 
political intimidation. For, as Justice Holmes said, 
freedom of speech does not apply only to the views 
the majority likes. It includes “freedom for the 
thought we hate.” Otherwise, society is denied the 
benefit of criticism of old ideas and the growth of 
new ideas. 

HERS CONCERNED 

draw advertising revenue? Or to cause its subscribers 
to boycott it? 

How about a letter to the "Voice of the People” 
column? Or groups such as the “Committee of Corre¬ 
spondence” of the American Revolution? Or articles 
published today like the “Federalist Papers” written 
for, and the speeches and tracts of Patrick Henry 
and others against the adoption of the Constitution 
in 1787? How about any tract, speech, letter, or com¬ 
pany or institutional advertisement today on public 
measures like low taxes and economy in government, 
or protecting the thrifty against the robbery of infla¬ 
tion? Are they next in line? 

Many have not the facilities for presenting their 
ideas and viewpoints. Have they not the right to buy 
and distribute books and literature produced by 
others, and if they do so, are they not under the same 
protection of the Bill of Rights as authors and edi¬ 
torial writers whose material they distribute? 

ITIZENS' RIGHTS 

to his program. His dark shadow lingers over the 
world. He taught others how to proceed. 

We have the great rights of free speech; a free 
press; to petition for the redress of grievances; and 
to be secure in our persons, houses, papers and 
effects against unreasonable search and seizure. To 
preserve those rights against insidious impairment, 
we need a legal definition of lobbying; we need a 
"foul line” established so that Congress may pursue 
its legitimate activities, and the citizen be free from 
its illegitimate activities. 

That definition is implicit in what has been written 
above. It is the distinction between what is direct 
and indirect, a distinction made by the courts thou¬ 
sands of times. Otherwise, as Chief Justice Hughes 
once said, “ there would be virtually no limit to 
federal power." 



THE REAL DISTINCTION 


If the purpose and effect of the lobbying is upon 
the Congress, or a Congressman or Senator directly, 
that is on one side of the line. It may be wholly 
legal and honorable, yet it is something the Congress 
has the right to investigate. It may be buttonholing 
the individual Congressman; it may be Coxey’s 
“Army” marching on Washington to demand the 
issuance of greenbacks. Whatever it is, if its impact 
is directly on Congress or one of its members, it is 
subject to investigation. 

If, however, Mr. A writes a book, or an editorial, 
or a tract, or makes a speech on a public measure, 
leaving to the reader or hearer to decide what politi¬ 
cal action he should take, if any, that is on the other 
side of the line. That is free speech and a free press. 

MUST FREED 

Unless a line is drawn along this boundary that 
separates the direct from the indirect, free speech 
and a free press must wither when politicians of the 
majority “turn the heat on.” It is not ancient history 
that records what Hitler, Mussolini, Stalin and Pferon 
have done to human liberty. 

The right of the loyal American to freely "have his 
say” before the public on any question must be pre¬ 
served from any form of intimidation by any agency 
of government. Otherwise, the servant of the people 
becomes their master. 

In the great case of Grosjean vs American Pi|ess 

INTRUSION TH 

In 1938, agents of the Minton Senate Committee 
demanded permission to dragnet the files of the 
National Committee to Uphold Constitutional Gov¬ 
ernment, asking for “all records, papers, memoranda, 
books and documents in your possession.” We re¬ 
fused. We were not cited for contempt nor even 
reprimanded by the full Senate. The Senate, largely 
because of these unwarranted demands upon our 
Committee, refused to grant Senator Minton’s re¬ 
quest for additional funds and thus ended the Black- 
Minton Committee, which had harassed business 
for years. 

In 1944, the Anderson Committee to Investigate 
Campaign Expenditures demanded under subpoena 
the names of all who had contributed $100 or more 
to the work of the Committee for Constitutional 
Government. These names were refused. My citation 
for contempt was voted by the Anderson Committee. 
The House not being in session, the citation was re¬ 
ferred by the Speaker of the House to the Attorney 


It should be wholly beyond the power of Congress to 
investigate, suppress or intimidate. If Mr. B, fired 
by the book or editorial, takes the matter up with 
his Congressman on his own initiative, Mr. B may 
be lobbying, but Mr. A is not. 

If Mr. A, however, tells Mr. B, "Write your Con¬ 
gressman to support or defeat this bill,” and Mr. B 
does so, then both are lobbying. Mr. A has put the 
thing in motion. It is like the legal doctrine of "proxi¬ 
mate cause” in negligence cases. 

In the one case, it is public opinion that is being 
moulded; in the other case, it is Congressional action 
that is being pressured. It ought not be hard for 
honest men to distinguish between Congress and 
the public. 

• M WITHER? 

Co., 297 U.S. 233, the Supreme Court held that Huey 
Long had no power to silence opposition newspapers 
by a punitive tax on revenues. It said that the Bill of 
Rights forbids “any action of the government” de¬ 
signed to “prevent free and general discussion of 
public matters.” 

It has been my unwelcome duty as Executive 
Secretary of the Committee for Constitutional Gov¬ 
ernment, under the direction of its Trustees, to refuse 
compliance with demands by committees of Con¬ 
gress, which, we believed violated constitutional 
rights of ourselves and of all Americans. 

ICE REPULSED 

General. My indictment for contempt of Congress 
followed. My defense was that our Committee, sup¬ 
ported by Democrats and Republicans alike, neither 
favoring nor opposing any party or candidate, was 
urging a philosophy of government, and that this 
was beyond the constitutional power of a congres¬ 
sional committee to investigate. The jury decided 
we were within our rights in refusing to comply with 
the subpoena, and brought in an acquittal verdict in 
twenty minutes. 

The Buchanan Committee has been supplied prac¬ 
tically all of the information it asked on 24 out of 26 
points. We flatly refused to answer on the others, 
which demanded the names of purchasers of our 
books and literature. This, we contend, is a violation 
of the First and Fourth Amendments. 

Chairman Buchanan has stated to the press that 
he will move on the basis of this refusal to cite me 
for contempt of Congress.

If Chairman Buchanan carries through his announced plan, 
I shall probably be cited for contempt, during July or 
August, for refusing to yield to a Congressional Committee 
what we believe it has no constitutional right to demand -- 
the names of bulk purchasers of our books and literature. 

If Congress confirms the citation, I will be indicted 
and tried, probably after January 1st. Great precedents in 
history have been established in the heat of conflict with 
Big Government, and it may be that a trial involving the 
First and Fourth Articles of the Bill of Rights will have 
far-reaching significance for every citizen. 

One of the principal reasons for the Buchanan Commit¬ 
tee's attack upon the Committee for Constitutional Govern¬ 
ment was to slow down our distribution of "The Road Ahead," 
which Is building national sentiment against encroaching 
socialism. The supporters of both Pepper in Florida and 
Graham in North Carolina attributed, in part, their defeat 
to the influence of this book. 

The labor monopoly leaders are using their vast re¬ 
sources, radio time and press, in support of the Buchanan 
Committee because "The Road Ahead" is arousing the American 
public to the fact that their policies are leading our coun¬ 
try down the same disastrous road to socialism over which 
British trades unions have taken England.

Buchanan apparently inserted the transcript for record purposes. It 
should be noted that the transcript in the Record continues for seven 
pages. Towards the end of Rumely ’ s-testimony Runely -was asked whether 
or not the Committee had in its possession all of the records of the 
Committee for Constitutional Government and apparently the answer was 
that the Committee had everything except the names of the purchasers, 
of the books. It was Rumely’s contention that this had nothing to do 
with the subject of lobbying, Rumely 3 aid he was declining to give 
the names of the purchasers of the oariousQbPoks in that most of them 
were bought in quantities.

At that time the Director inquired as to whether or not 
we had ever purchased any of the books. A check was made and the 
Chief Clerk’s office failed to reflect that any of Norton’s books 
had every been bought. Inquiry was also made in the Department withou 
indicating such purchases. 

A review of the file (65-4456) regarding the matter in the 
JUne 12, 1950, insert in the Congressional Record fails to indicate 
that any further action was taken on the matter. It appeared from 
reviewing the facts that Representative Buchanan inserted the matter 
purely for the purpose, of record in connection with his Chairmanship 
of the Select Committee on Lobbying Activities. 

It was also noted that at the tijne of the June 12, 1950, 
matter it was pointed out that we did distribute copies of the 
Constitution to new Agents and to In-Service Agents so they might be 
informed on civil rights matters. The book which we distributed was 
put out by the U. S. Department of the Interior, Office of Education, 
and was printed at the Government Printing Office. It is merely a 
verbatim copy of the Constitution. A copy is attached. 

"The Constitution of the United States" by Thomas James 
Norton is allegedly a textbook giving Norton's personal interpretation 
of what the Constitution is. (65-4458-51) 

For your information, Rumely was charged with failure to 
answer questions put to him by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. He was found guilty and on April 16, 1951, the case was 
referred to the Probation Officer of the Court and Rumely was permitte 
to remain on bond. (65-4458-55) 

The Committee on Constitutional Government is an educa¬ 
tional, nonprofit, charity corporation, whose purpose is to "uphold 
constitutional government and the system of free enterprise, with 
equal opportunities for all." (65-4458-50) 

It is noted that Mr. Tolson states, "We should verify fact 
and straighten Hoffman out." The Director agreed. 

RECOMMENDA TIONt 

It is recommended that the attached letter be forwarded to 
Congressman Hoffman in view of the fact that Hoffman has made a state¬ 
ment on the floor of Congress to the effect that the FBI had purchased 
and disseminated the book.

A review of the Bureau files discloses no active 
investigation has been conducted concerning this organization;

The predecessor of the Committee for Constitutional 
Government was organized in 1937 under the name of the National 
, Committee to Uphold Constitutional Government, and its purpose 
was to fight the packing of the Supreme Court . It opposed the 
reorganization bill taking powers from Congress as well os the 
political purge of certain members of Congress who opposed the 
national administration. The Committee for Constitutional 
Government was incorporated on March 6, 1941, under the laws 
of the District of Columbia. 

Its primary activities consist of distributing 
pamphlets and other types of literature expressing strong 
anti’•Administration viewpoint in particular with respect to 
the Administration's national, economic, political, and social 
policies. 

The Washington Post for October 3, 1944, carried an 
article reflecting that Dr. Edward A. Rumely, Executive Secretary 
of the organization, was indicted by the Grand Jury for refusal 
to reveal to the House Campaign Expenditures Committee the names 
of the big contributors to his organization.

On April Id, 1946, a jury failed to convict Rumely

’ The Washington Tinea-Herald on April 19, 1946, carried 

an article that Rumely, then publisher of the Hew York Evening 
Mail, was convicted in 1920 for the violation of the Trading With 
the Enemy Act. The article stated that Dr. Rumely had bought the 
newspaper for the Kaiser's Government before the United States 
went to war with Germany but had concealed the true ownership 
of his paper from the Alien Property Custodian. The article 
also stated that Frank Gannett was founder of the Committee for 
Constitutional Government. 

The following information appears in a letter dated 
May 21, 1951, under the letterhead of the Committee for Constitu¬ 
tional Government and is supplemented with information appearing 
in the Washington, D. C., paper "The CIO Hews," dated September 3, 
1951. Dr. Edward A. Rumely, Executive Secretary of the Committee 
for Constitutional Government, was tried in February, 1951, for 
contempt of Congress and on May 18, 1951, he was given a suspended 
sentence of six months and fined $1,000. This action was the 
' result of Rumely'8 refusal to give the House Lobby Investigating 
Committee, headed by the late Representative Buchanan, the names 
of the bulk purchasers of the Committee for Constitutional Govern¬ 
ment propaganda publications. On September 3, 1951, Rumely was 
at liberty on bail pending an appeal from this conviction. 

The above-mentioned letter of May 21, 1951, lists the 
following individuals as officers of the Committee for Constitu¬ 
tional Governmentt Dr. Willford I. King, Chairman ; Sumner Gerard, 
Treasurer ; Dr. Edward A. Rumely, Executive Secretary.

Before this session of Congress conies 
to s close, the country will hear a debate 
that could be entitled: Resolved, that the 
Constitution, including the BUI of Rights, 
shaU be the supreme law of the land. For, 
coming up in the Senate is the so-called 
Bricker amendment, designed to prevent 
the subordination of the Constitution to 
foreign treaties in matters affecting inter¬ 
nal affairs. Rid of its legal terminology, 
the resolution (and its counterpart in the 
House) is intended to bulwark the sover¬ 
eignty of the United States against sub¬ 
version by the UN. 

The proposed amendment arises from 
a rather odd situation. A nation is threat¬ 
ened by invasion, not by a foreign army, 
but by its own legal entanglements. Not 
soldiers, but theoreticians and vision¬ 
aries attack its independence and aim to 
bring ita people under the rule of an ag¬ 
glomeration of foreign governments. 
This is something new in history. There 
have been occasions when a weak nation 
sought security by placing itself under 
the yoke of a strong one. But, here we 
have the richest nation in the world, and 
apparently the strongest, flirting with the 
liquidation of its independence. Nothing 
like that has ever happened before. 

The breach in our defenses, oddly 
enough, is lb our own Constitution. Art¬ 
icle VI provides that “... All Treaties... 
shall batbe supreme Law of the Land ... 
any Thing in the Constitution or Laws of 
any State to the Contrary notwithstand¬ 
ing”. This provision was made necessary 
by the peculiarity of dual authority which 
characterises the composition of our po¬ 
litical establishment It would be an em¬ 
barrassing situation if the State of Maine, 
for instance, refused to recognise a 
boundary treaty or a fisheries arrange¬ 
ment with Canada, after such a compact 
had been executed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate. 

However, it waa assumed when this 
Article was written that a treaty was a. 
contract to do specific things, carefully 
spelled out; there was no intention, as 


Jefferson said, to enable the President 
and the Senate under this Article to "do 
by treaty what the whole government is 
interdicted from doing in any way”. That 
is, in matters concerning our internal 
management, and unrelated to the treaty. 
Article VI did not vitiate the Constitution. 

But now we are a member of the 
United Nations, and our freedom of ac¬ 
tion ia mitigated by our obligations as a 
signatory to its Charter. It is true that this 
Charter denies to the UN any authority to 
“intervene in matters which ere essen¬ 
tially within the jurisdiction of any 
state”. Nevertheless, the UN had hardly 
been organized when, with the full ap¬ 
proval of our own State Department, the 
agencies of this body proceeded to make 
Conventions, Treaties and Pacts to tell 
the member nations how to conduct their 
internal affairs. If any of these Conven¬ 
tions, Treaties and Pacts — general in 
their wording and replete with such loose 
phrases as "racial equality", “social jus¬ 
tice" and “world peace" — should be 
adopted by the General Assembly of the 
UN, what influence would they have on 
our courts, even though they were not 
formally executed as required by our 
Constitution? After all, we are a member 
of the UN, with authorised delegates 
bound by the vote of its General 
Assembly. 

What Article .VI did not envisage are 
these “blank check” treaties stemming 
from our membership in an international 
body. Nor could the Founding Fathers 
conceive of our own State Department 
declaring (in an official publication 
under date of September, 1950) that 
“There is no longer any real difference 
between 'domestic’ and ’foreign' affairs” 
—an assertion which, if carried to its 
logical conclusion, would make the com¬ 
pulsory labor regulations of Moscow ap¬ 
plicable to this country, or our monog¬ 
amy laws applicable to Moslem countries. 

The extent to which “blank check" 
treaties might liquidate the sovereignty 
of the nation and the freedom of the peo¬ 


ple was clearly defined by John Foster 
Dulles in a speech on April 12,1952: 

“The treaty-making power is an extra¬ 
ordinary power liable to abuse. Treaties 
make international law and they also 
make domestic law. Under our Constitu¬ 
tion treaties become the supreme law of 
the land. They are indeed more supreme 
than ordinary laws, for Congressional 
laws are invalid if they do not conform 
to the Constitution, whereas treaty law 
can override the Constitution. Treaties, 
for example, can take powers away from 
the Congress and give them to the Presi¬ 
dent; they can take powers away from 
the state and give them to the Federal 
Government or to some^ international 
body and they can cut across the rights 
given the people by the constitutional 
Bill of Rights.” (Emphasis supplied.) 

Almost a year after the delivery of this 
speech, Mr. Dulles, as Secretary of State, 
spoke before the Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee in opposition to the Bricker amend¬ 
ment, saying that the integrity of the pres¬ 
ent Administration could be relied upon 
as a protection against ’Treaty Law”. 

The plea of Mr. Dulles amounts to ask¬ 
ing that we place reliance on a govern¬ 
ment of men rather than of laws. Perhaps 
he is right, philosophically; no law ia 
better than the men who enforce it Yet, 
there is some comfort in being able to 
call upon the wording of a law when bad 
administrators seek to circumvent it 
And, after all, the Bricker amendment 
only proposea to prevent the law of the 
UN from superseding the law of the U.S. 

Already this has happened. The peo¬ 
ple of California have seen fit to legislate 
against mixed marriages. But a member 
of the Supreme Court of that state, in¬ 
voking the Charter of the UN, declared 
that “In the face of these authoritative 
pronouncements the matter of racial 
equality should be a settled issue.” ( Peres 
vs. Lippold.) Thus, it has been implied 
that though the sovereignty of a state 
may stem from its people, it is a sover¬ 
eignty subject to treaties entered into 
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under our membership in the UN. 

In another case (Fujii vs. Stale ), the 
Supreme Court of California overrode 
the California Alien Land Law, which 
prohibits aliens from owning land in 
that state, by calling Upon the UN Char¬ 
ter for its authority. “The Charter", con¬ 
cludes the Court’s decision, “represents 
a moral commitment of foremost impor¬ 
tance and we must not permit the spirit 
of our pledge to be compromised or dis¬ 
paraged in either our domestic or for¬ 
eign affairs.” So, the Charter becomes 
more binding on the court than the pre¬ 
vious decisions of the United States Su¬ 
preme Court on this California law. The 
Normans did nothing more when they 
imposed their laws on the Anglo-Saxons. 

Nor should it be forgotten that the 
Chief Justice of the United States Su¬ 
preme Court argued last year that the 
President of the United States had au¬ 
thority under the UN Charter, because it 
was an international treaty, to seize the 
steel mills, something he could not do 
under the Constitution. The basis for 
this reasoning is a clause in the UN 
Convention which gives the Executive 
unlimited authority during a declared 
“emergency". Chief Justice Vinson suc¬ 
ceeded in convincing two other members 
of the Court; six stood by the Constitu¬ 
tion. If he bad won over two of these six 
judges, a precedent in favor of the Char¬ 
ter and against the Constitution would 
have been established. 

These cases indicate a trend. The 
trend is underlined in the Covenant of 
Human Rights, enthusiastically support¬ 
ed by our former delegate to the UN 
Assembly, Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
This Covenant—which has aroused so 
much opposition that even UN enthusi¬ 
asts are willing to drop it from treaty 
status to a “statement of principles”— 
provides that “in case of a state of emer¬ 
gency officially proclaimed by the au¬ 
thorities, a state may take measures dero¬ 
gating from its obligations”. This means 
that if the President of the United States 
declares an emergency to exist,he can sus¬ 
pend the Bill of Rights forthwith. Perhaps 
Mr. Truman had this in mind when he 
said last year at a newspaper conference 
that he had the authority to seize the pub¬ 
lic press, even as he seized the steel mills. 

The Declaration of Human Rights is 
in fact a blueprint for socialism, and if 
it were ratified by the Senate, the Bill of 
Rights in our Constitution would auto¬ 
matically be wiped out. This “great char¬ 


ter of human liberty” provides that 
“everyone has a right: ‘to just and favor¬ 
able conditions of work and protection 
against unemployment’ (without defin¬ 
ing ‘just’ or ‘favorable’); ‘to rest and 
leisure’; ‘to periodic holidays with pay’; 
‘to social security’ ”, and a lot of other 
nice things that add up to totalitarian¬ 
ism. This Declaration, it is interesting to 
note, was slipped into the Japanese Peace 
Treaty (as an obligation on Japan), at 
the instigation of the State Department, 
and with the acquiescence of Mr. Dulles. 

It is reported that the UN has some 200 
Conventions in the making, and we may 
be sure that every one of them is an im¬ 
plied invasion of our sovereignty. But, 
who among Americans are in favor of 
this sort of thing? 

There appear to be three groups en¬ 
rolled in the “New School of Internation¬ 
alists”. First, there are the doctrinaire 
socialists, with whom must be included 
the whole congeries of planners, who 
are convinced that the milienium can be 
attained through Big Government. The 
American tradition of limited govern¬ 
ment, with delegated power, bulwarked 
by the Declaration of Independence and 
the Constitution, is the impediment that 
must be overcome. The chink in the ar¬ 
mor of that tradition, they have found, is 
Article VI. If international law is the su¬ 
preme law of the land, then the Conven¬ 
tions and Pacts of the UN could serve to 


override that tradition. The UN becomes 
an aid to socialists, for breaking through 
the barrier of the Constitution. 

Then there is'that agglomeration of 
sentimentalists who see in international 
sovereignty the cure for all the ills of na¬ 
tional sovereignty. Their reasoning, if it 
can be called reasoning, runs like this: a 
number of small governments is bad; 
therefore, one monster world govern¬ 
ment is good. Their psychological quirk 
prevents them from seeing this non se- 
quitur, even as it prevents them from 
learning anything from history. 

The third group consists of those con¬ 
scious Communists who would put this 
country under the domination of Mos¬ 
cow, and who find in the UN an instru¬ 
ment for their purpose. The U.S.S.R. 
joined this organization only when it be¬ 
came evident that its Charter was ame¬ 
nable to their plan for world conquest, 
and there is reason to believe that Ameri¬ 
can stooges wrought the Charter with that 
end in view. At any rate, the Charter 
presents no threat to U.S.S.R. sovereign¬ 
ty, only to ours. x 

But, whether opposition to Hie Bricker 
amendment comes from this last group 
and their equally sinister fellow-traveller 
dupes, or from the first two, who believe 
they are motivated by high ideals, the fact 
is that all of them aim to liquidate the 
sovereignty of the United States. In short, 
there is a bit of treason in their hearts. 


Aa your immediate and moat important taak 
In defense of America, you can perform no 
greater service than to give the passage of the 
Bricker Amendment Immediate priority over 
all other objectives. You will be exercising 
such wisdom as your forebears, when they 
Insisted upon the first ten amendments, our 
Bill of Rights. The American people must 
make It crystal-clear to all courts, to all officers 
of Government that no provision of a treaty 
shall be valid which conflicts with any provi¬ 
sion of the Constitution. 

We face powerful opposition in getting the 
necessary two-thirds of both Houses and 
three-quarters of the State legislatures to 
adopt the Amendment, but patriotic women 
and men can put this Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment over, if they devote their mlndB and 
hearts to the task. 

Samuel Adams, of Boston, organised Com¬ 
mittees of Correspondence In the Colonies to 
write letters to officials and private person¬ 
ages to search out supporters of American in¬ 
dependence, and those who were against it and 
those noncommittal. Without their encourage¬ 
ment of the strong, and driving of the timid 
and opponents to cover, the American Revolu¬ 
tion could not have been won. 

So today in every community throughout 
the country such committees for action should 
be set up, writing to Senators and Represent¬ 


atives, praising and congratulating support¬ 
ers, finding out why others oppose or fail to 
support. Get patriotic organisations and good 
citizens to help by actively supporting thio 
movement. 

Devote your minds and hearts to working 
for this new memorial to American freedom-a 
Constitutional Amendment to protect Amer¬ 
ican rights and the American form of govern¬ 
ment against the dangers of treaty law. A 
strong and Independent and tree America is 
not only the best for its own citizens but the 
strongest influence for world peace and world 
order.

deportation. Many such afiena, whose entire course 
of conduct in the United States has been devoted to 
weiring to destroy our Constitution, have success¬ 
fully cloaked themselves in its protective principles. 

In 1930 Frank Sp ecter, a California Communist, 
was ordered deported. There then following inter¬ 
minable legal shenanigans which continue to the 
day. In 1916 die Attorney General of die 
States.declared: _. , _____ . 

As a result of numerous refusals on the part of 
Russia to issue a travel document to the alien, he is 
free to travel in the United States and continues 
his communistic activities. He has been openly and 
unusually defiant of this Government's efforts to 
carry out the law in his case. We have no means 
whereby be can be taken into custody. In his 
ability as a leader and organizer, he is a distinct 
threat to the national security of the United States. 
A Turkish-bom Communist, Badrig Sdian, was 
ordered deported m 1930. But the United States 
was unable to execute the deportation order. Finally, 
in 1949, Setian obtained travel documents on his 
own. Important Communists, When confronted with 
the possibility of detention or imprisonment, have no 
difficulty in obtaining travel documents when it suits 
their convenience. 

The courts have often made more difficult the tas\ 
of the Justice Deportment in deporting undesirable 
aliens. For instance, m 1957, a district court, in the 
case of Barton v. Sentner, concluded that certain para¬ 
graphs of subsection 242 of the Immigration Act of 
1952 forbidding aliens to associate with members of 
the Communist Party were not "reasonable restric¬ 
tions" designed to aid the Attorney General m ensur¬ 
ing that the alien will be available for deportation. 

In 1957 the Supreme Court, in U. S. v. WitJjovich. 
held that such questions as “Do you subscribe to the 
Daily Worker?, ’ "Since the order of deportation was 
entered in your case on January 25, 1953, have you 
attended any meetings of the Communist Party, 
USA.?," were not relevant to Witkovich's avali¬ 
ability for deportation. In 1958, in the case of 
Bonetti v. Rogers, the Supreme Court, in a 6-3 deci¬ 
sion, refused to agree to deport Bonetti fa Commun¬ 
ist), on the basis of a technicality involving his re¬ 
entry into the United States after fighting on the 
Communist side of the Spanish civil war. 

As of June 30, 1938, 2,643 warrants of deportation 
were outstanding, including 1,637 aliens from Iron 
Curtain rnumio Moat erf the subversives among 
these deportabies wiD never be deported, nor can 
the United States Government control them while 
they remain in this country, because of an exagger¬ 
ated notion, in the minds of many judges and civil 
liberties groups, about the alleged “rights" of sub¬ 
vert vee. 


What can be done to correct mis unites sauiui 
in which the “rights" of a few Communists seem-to 
take precedence over the rights of the overwhelming 
majority to national security? In 1957 the Com¬ 
mission on Government Security recommended an 
overhauling of the deportatiun provisions of the Im¬ 
migration and Nationality Act of 1952. The 
suggested changes indude: 

1. Suspension of the issuance of all but diplomatic 
and official visas and the use of bonded transit 
by nationals of any country which will not 
accept a deportee who is a arizen, national 
or subject at such country; 

2. Detention at the Attorney General's discretion 
of any alien with an outstanding final order of 
deportation against him for more than six 
months, if this is necessary to protect the na¬ 
tional security; 

3. A more specific outline of the conditions under 
which depot-table aliens will be made subject 
to supervision; 

4. Authorization for the Attorney General to 
stop subversive activities or associations of 
those under a deportation order. 

In order to remedy the loopholes which exist in 
visa-issuing work, the following recommendations are 
suggested: 

1. The fingerprint requirement should be restored 
for non-immigrant visa applicants. 

2. Visa-issuing officers should have more training 
in the security field, with emphasis on die 
history and current operations of the interna¬ 
tional Communist movement. 

3. Uniform records pertaining to security cases 
should be kept by visa-issuing posts abroad. 

4. Security investigations should be made of all 
nonimmigrant visa applicants prior to the issu¬ 
ance of visas. 

5. Some visa-issuing posts abroad are understaffed, 
and there is too much reliance on local per¬ 
sonnel. 

6 . There are too many waivers issued under Sec¬ 
tion 212(d) (3) to nonimmigrant visa 
applicants otherwise inadmissible under Sec¬ 
tion 212(a) (28). 

7. Persons in bonded transit should be in the 
custody of an officer of the United States at all 
times while in the United States. Guarding of 
persons in bonded transit should be the respon¬ 
sibility of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. 

What can the individual American do to help his 
Government effect the necessary reforms in immi¬ 
gration work? Most i mpo rt a ntly, be can famiEarue 
himself with the recanmendations of the Commis¬ 
sion on Government Security, by studying The 
Report of the Commission on Government Security, 
published in 1937, and then press his Representative 
and Senator to enact the recoin mended corrective 
legislation. Patriotic groups and veteran's oeganiza- 
. lion s s hould energetically press -for such legislation 
also. 

So bug as the United States is in fact at war with 
the international Communist movement, it can no 
longer afford to indulge in the luxury of making avail¬ 
able to die enemy those golden opportunities for 
subversion which the present situation permits. 
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A five-year study of the conduct of American 
prisoners of war during the Korean conflict 
was made by the United States Army. This 
study disclosed that there was, in the morale of 
American prisoners of war, a breakdown which 
reached disturbing proportions. Almost one out 
of every three American prisoners of war col¬ 
laborated to some degree with the communists. 
This collaboration included broadcasting anti- 
American propaganda, writing articles praising 
life under communism, “confessing” to the 
use of germ warfare, and signing peace appeals 
and other communist petitions. Our soldiers 
informed on one another and fraternized with 
- the enemy. The death of some American prison¬ 
ers could have been prevented if they had not 
been completely neglected by their fellow cap¬ 
tives. Not one American prisoner of war suc¬ 
ceeded in escaping. Some even chose to remain 
In Communist China rather than return to the 
United States. That American military person¬ 
nel collaborated at all is difficult to understand. 
Even more disturbing are the extent of the col¬ 
laboration and the casual attitude of those who 
were guilty. 

As a result of the study, President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, in August, 1955, promulgated for 
members of the Armed Forces a Code of Conduct 
specifying the duties and obligations of our fighting 
men. The report of the special committee which had 


“The uninformed P.O.W.’s were up against 
it. They couldn't answer arguments in 
favor of communism with arguments in 
favor of Americanism because they knew 
very little about their America . . 

The report concluded that our Armed Forces had 
not adequately prepared their men for the rigors of 
communist indoctrination. It looked behiruflhis fail' 
ure, however, and stressed that our homes, schools, 
churches, and patriotic organizations must also as' 
surne greater responsibility in educating Americans 
in the principles which underlie our way of life. The 
importance of such an affirmative long-range edu¬ 
cational program is borne out by the special com' 
mittee’s finding that, in many cases, our fighting men 
were at a disadvantage because they \new less about 
the ideals and traditions of their own country than 
did their communist interrogators. 

The behavior of these prisoners of war was less 
an individual failure than it was an indictment of our 
entire society which had not prepared them ade¬ 
quately for their head-on collision with communist 
indoctrination. All Americans must share some re¬ 
sponsibility for the conduct of these prisoners of war. 
More important, we must not ignore this forceful 
example of the impact of communist psychological 
pressures. Our continued survival may well depend 
upon the action we take now to insure that all citi¬ 
zens, not only military personnel, are fortified against 
the continuous communist ideological assault.

We can defeat communist ideology and — at the 
same time — reinforce the structure of our own form 
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of government by the combim of exposure 

and education. \Zi* 

The illusions of communism cannot withstand the 
penetrating light‘of truth. For a number of years, 
congressional and state investigations of communism, 
essential for the consideration of legislation, have 
focused the pitiless glare of publicity on many phases 
of communist activity. The reports of these investi' 
gative bodies are readily available and include de- 
tailed information regarding the activities of the Com' 
munist Party, USA, throughout the country. 

The Committee on Un-American Activities, 
United States House of Representatives, has issued 
a convenient “Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications.” This is a listing of the various organi¬ 
zations cited by the Attorney General of the United 
States, as well as other organizations and publica¬ 
tions found by congressional or state investigative 
committees to be communist dominated. The intro¬ 
duction to this publication consists of a brief his¬ 
torical review of communist front group activity, an 
explanation of the methods by which communist 
front groups are established, and a set of criteria to 
assist in detecting them. 

Some measure of the effectiveness of these 
investigative committees in exposing the aims, 
principles, and methods of communism is in¬ 
dicated by the bitterness and the intensity of 
communist attacks upon them, as well as by 
the continuous communist campaigns to abol¬ 
ish them. 

Former communists are also victims of communist 
vituperation because of the important role they play 
in exposing the true nature of communism. Many of 
these persons, after renouncing communism, have 
testified before courts, administrative hearings, and 
investigative committees. Through books, articles, 
and lectures based on their firsthand knowledge, they 
have helped to alert the public. In addition, their 
testimony has provided valuable evidence which has 
enabled the Government to prosecute communists 
who violate our laws. By these actions, many former 
communists have not only rehabilitated themselves 
but have, in the process, made a substantial contribu¬ 
tion to the security of all Americans. 

Every exposure of communism’s false premises, 
inherent contradictions, deceitful tactics, and empty 
promises helps to shatter its ideological appeal and 


to fortify again s Mythological pressures. But,Sn 
this struggle for maflBninds, exposure alone is not 
enough. Exposure must be complemented by a long- 
range educational program with a dual purpose. This 
program must encompass, not only a penetrating 
study of communism, but also a thorough grounding 
in the basic principles of our individual freedom un¬ 
der law. This educational program inust be designed 
to train people to think and to distinguish between 
truth and error. 

Each year, more colleges are offering courses which 
present a critical analysis of the theory and practice 
of communism. In at least one college, a course of this 
type is compulsory. Books contrasting communism 
with our form of government are now being pub¬ 
lished for use in our high schools. This academic 
instruction can be supplemented by individual study 
of the wealth of anti-communist material available 
as well as by participation in group discussions and 
public forums. This program of education in com¬ 
munism must not, of course, constitute or be con¬ 
fused with the advocacy of communist doctrine. It 
can and should be limited to a critical studj^q^ com¬ 
munist strategy and tactics and the materialistic 
philosophy underlying them. 

Knowing what communism really is and how it 
operates will also help us to avoid the danger of con - 
fusing communism with legitimate dissent on contro¬ 
versial issues. Communism feeds on social ferment. 
On both the local and national levels, the Com' 
munist Party, USA, is continually exploiting social, 
economic, and political grievances for its own tactical 
purposes. For this reason, the "Party line" will frc' 
quently coincide with the views of many noncom' 
munists on specific issues. We must not, therefore, 
indiscriminately label as communists those whose 
opinions on a particular question may, on occasion, 
parallel the official Party position. We must also 
guard against the tendency to characterize as com' 
munists those who merely disagree with us or who 
advocate unorthodox or unpopular beliefs. 

When anyone is erroneously branded a communist, 
it not only constitutes an injustice to the individual, 
but also helps communism by diffusing the strength 
of anti-communist forces. In combatting communism, 
we must beware of vigilante action. The responsibili¬ 
ties of citizens are to be certain of the facts and to 
report these facts to the proper authorities. 



Knowledge of communing ly the first phase 
of the battle. This knowlef^ftnust be augmented 
by a continuous revitalization of our own inherently 
superior strength through the practical, daily exer¬ 
cise and development of our American principles. 
Too frequently, emphasis is placed on acquiring an 
understanding only of the mechanical functions of 
our Government, such as elections, the enactment 
of legislation, or judicial review. This knowledge, 
important as it is, becomes a mere collection of sterile 
facts without a deep appreciation and a continuing 
awareness of the reason for the very existence of our 
form of Government — the freedom of the in¬ 
dividual under law. Without the realization of this 
fundamental philosophy of freedom, such basic in¬ 
dividual rights as freedom of speech, the press, and 
religion are taken for granted. Forgotten is man’s 
bitter fight through the centuries to wrest these 
freedoms from tyranny. 

The exercise of these individual freedoms, which 
we often take for granted, is largely responsible for 
our Nation's reputation for getting things done. 
Many of us have seen, or have even participated in, 
programs for community improvement promoted by 
private organizations and civic groups. Recognizing 
a specific problem which required cooperative action, 
and sparked by individual initiative, whole communi¬ 
ties have organized, for example, to attract new in¬ 
dustry, to eradicate blighted slum areas, to eliminate 
racial tensions, or to improve educational opportuni¬ 
ties. Public officials, religious leaders, and representa¬ 
tives of business, labor, and the professions, realizing 
a common interest, have fused their energies and in 
many cases, have literally transformed their com¬ 
munities. Significantly, however, while many of the 
problems these communities faced were s imilar , there 
was no set pattern in the solutions which were de¬ 
vised. 

Just as specific local problems and resources have 
determined the nature of the response, so too any 
organized program to immunize a community against 
communist penetration must be tailored to prevail¬ 
ing local conditions. All that is required is imagina¬ 
tion, resourcefulness, and some personal sacrifice 
coupled with the will to inspire positive action to 
combat communism and to strengthen democracy 
at the community level. 

In the State of Florida, for example, the Bar As¬ 
sociation developed a lecture program on the theme 


of the advant ft >/ our system over rommunism. 
These lectur&mre given to high school students 
throughout the state by specially'trained practicing 
attorneys. The speakers explain how our Govern - 
ment operates, what must be done to \eep it func¬ 
tioning effectively, and why it is superior to the Soviet 
system. All of the lectures given under this program 
stress the duty of each citizen to interest himself 
actively in public affairs. The American Bar Asso¬ 
ciation, in cooperation with the American Heritage 
Foundation, annually observes Law Day with cere' 
monies which contrast the Rule of Law in our coun¬ 
try with the rule of fear in communist nations. 

To offset the Communist Party’s celebration of 
May Day, the Veterans of Foreign Wars sponsor an 
annual Loyalty Day parade in New York City. At 
its Indianapolis headquarters, The American Legion 
maintains an Americanism Commission, which pro¬ 
vides information about communism to the public. 

Individual religious faiths have held training class¬ 
es for members of trade-unions who are actively 
opposing communist attempts to infiltrate the labor 
movement. The interdemoninational Foufidqfion for 
Religious Action in the Social and Civil Order, of 
Washington, D. C., has been organized to stress the 
importance of religious truth in the preservation and 
development of our way of life. Its goal is to unite 
all who believe in God in the struggle against athe¬ 
istic communism. 

The Assembly of Captive European Nations pre¬ 
pared a large photographic exhibit featuring scenes 
of communist domestic terror and Soviet imperialism. 
Sponsored by various organizations, this dramatic 
exhibition was shown in a number of our large cities, 
as well as in cities abroad. The Freedom Train, which 
toured the United States with such documents as 
the Constitution and the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence, gave many of our citizens, who would not 
ordinarily have had the opportunity, a chance to view 
these hallowed symbols of American freedom. 

As a public service, many individuals and private 
organizations prepare, or reprint, and distribute anti' 
communist literature. In Pennsylvania, the Depart' 
ment of Public Instruction had the Library of Con' 
gress prepare a selected, annotated bibliography on 
communism for use by teachers and students. 

Local activity can have far-reaching effects. A 
group of graduate and undergraduate students de- 
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rided to capitalize on the coinn jdSpired Seventh 
World Youth Festival held in View? in 1959. For 
a year prior to the festival, they visited college cam¬ 
puses searching for students who could effectively 
r e pr es e n t the United States and who were willing to 
attend. They distributed pamphlets outlining the 
communist background of this and previous festivals, 
as well , as booklets of facts and figures on issues 
which communist propaganda has been exploiting. 
This group also conducted briefing sessions for the 
anti-communists who planned to attend. News ac¬ 
counts of the festival highlighted how the anti¬ 
communist American delegates stole the communists* 
thunder as a result of their ability to correct the 
misconceptions and distortions of American society 
which have always characterized these festivals. 

Americahs, both military and ^civilian, who" are 
working in or visiting foreign nations can play an 
important role in the struggle against communism. 
Every citizen abroad is, in a very real sense, a full' 
time “ambassador” not only of our Nation but also 
of the American way of life. An understanding of and 
a respect for the rights of others are fundamental to 
our concept of individual freedom. This also applies 
in our dealings with citizens of other nations regard¬ 
less of their educational attainments, social status, 
or economic level. By exercising his individual free¬ 
dom in a responsible manner without violating the 
rights of others, every American traveling abroad 
can serve as a forceful example of how our system 
of government works. The American abroad, by his 
conduct, can sow positive and constructive ideas 


which one da) to produce a harvest on 

which the Free WoBwcan grow stronger. * 

Individual initiative and originality, geared to 
local action, are the wellsprings by which our sys¬ 
tem of government is continuously nourished. These 
examples illustrate how the moral strength of our 
Nation is constantly replenished. Programs such as 
these, infused with a renewed sense of dedication, 
should be expanded, coordinated, and continued on 
a long-range basis. 

The importance of focal communities cannot be 
overemphasized. It is there that social understanding 
and growth take root. It is there that education, busi¬ 
ness, labor, and religion take on form and substance 
to influence, nourish, vitalize, and give direction to 
our national life. It is in our local communities that 
' cogent; penetrative thinking should be done now to 
re-evaluate the position of this Nation in the present 
world crisis. From this constructive effort can come 
a decisive contribution to formulating and carrying 
out a coordinated, comprehensive, affirmative global 
strategy which will insure the supremacy of freedom 
over all types of totalitarianism. ^ 

Communism has hurled us a mortal chal¬ 
lenge. Our response, and the response of free 
men everywhere, will determine whether or not 
freedom itself survives. It is no longer sufficient 
for us to adopt the negative approach of merely 
reacting defensively to every shift in commun¬ 
ist tactics. We must place greater emphasis on 
the positive role which our American way of 
life can perform in this struggle. 
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Daring oar generation, a new menace — in* 
temational communism — has arisen to 
threaten freemen throughout the world. Ac¬ 
tually, there is little basic difference between 
the fascism of Adolf Hitler and the atheistic 
tyranny practiced behind the Iron Curtain. The 
Soviet Union and her satellites are a godless 
dictatorship ruled by warped and twisted minds. 

We are at war with the Communists and the 
sooner every red-blooded American realizes this 
the safer we will be. Naturally , we want to live 
in peace , but we do not want peace at any 
price — we want peace with honor and integ¬ 
rity. And we intend to assure it for the future. 

The extent of the menace posed by the philosophy 
of communism is clear-cut and obvious. However, it 
is absolutely necessary that we attack and oppose it 
calmly, rationally, and objectively. 

We must continue to stiffen our national back¬ 
bone in dealing with the Communists and then- 
dupes, sympathisers, and apologists. If we relax our 
guard for one moment, we court national disaster. 

The atheistic Communist dictatorship now con¬ 
trols one-fourth of the earth’s surface and more than 
one-third of her peoples. The Communist threat 
from without must not blind us to the Communist 
threat from within. The latter is reaching into the 
very heart of America through its espionage agents 
and a cunning, defiant, and lawless Communist 
Party, which is fanatically dedicated to the Marxist 
cause of world enslavement and destruction of the 
foundations of our Republic. 

The Communist Party in thig country has at¬ 
tempted to infiltrate and subvert every segment of 


our society. The party’s efforts have been thwarted 
in this country by the Government’s internal security 
programs, by investigation, arrest, and prosecution 
of party functionaries, and by widespread intelligent 
public opposition to the Communist philosophy. 

Recently, the Communist Party in the United 
States deliberately and flagrantly refused to comply 
with the U. S. Supreme Court decision which re¬ 
quires it to register as an agent of the SoviePUnion 
with the Attorney General. Thereby, it once again 
has formally declared itself to be a lawless organiza¬ 
tion. No longer can its members falsely profess that 
the party is a legitimate political organization. Nor 
can its sympathizers and fellow travelers feign in¬ 
nocence of the true nature of the un-American con¬ 
spiracy which they support. 

Unfortunately, we are plagued with some 
Soviet apologists who, time after time, would 
have us betray the cause of international free¬ 
dom and justice by yielding to the Red^Faacists 
in the Kremlin on vital moral issues. 

We also have in our midst some timid souls 
who have so little faith in the strength of de¬ 
mocracy that they would have our country yield 
to international threats and intimidation. I in¬ 
clude those persons who urge appeasement at 
any price and those who chant the *'better Red 
than dead?* slogan. 

America’s emblem is the soaring eagle — not the 
blind and timid mole. Fear, apologies, defeatism, and 
cowardice are alien to the thinking of true Ameri¬ 
cans. As for me, I would rather be dead than Red. 


America does not have to apologize to anyone. 
Certainly not to the arrogant, shoe-pounding Khrush- 
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H^L. Edwards

Government was chartered under the laws of the District of Columbia, 3/5/41, as 
a non-profit educational group. Executive Secretary Rumely was convicted and 
sentenced on December 20, 1920 for conspiracy to defraud the United States 
Government. In 1941, an investigation of Rumely was instituted on the basis that, 
he was pro-Hitler. The investigation failed to disclose any subversive activity 
and the case was closed in 1944. In 1945, Rumely was indicted for refusing to 
produce records of the Committee for Constitutional Government before a special 
committee of the House of Representatives investigating expenditures. However, 
in 1946, he was acquitted of this charge. In November, 1950, he was indicted 
for contempt of Congress and found guilty in 1951. The decision was reversed 
by the Court of Appeals. 7017JL

Our inquiry was 
limited and following the submission of a report to the Department, no further 
action was taken concerning it. Edward A. Rumely, Executive Secretary of this \ 
organization was convicted of contempt of Congress in 1951 for refusal to furnish 
an investigative committee the names of bulk purchasers of publications issued by 
the organization.
